What you preached to us at that 
time as aim end demand, my Fuehrer, has taken on shepe here 
before yo&. You asked at thet time from me and my collaboraters 
that we should create a community of youth in which no other 

law should be tinding for the process of reconstruction but 

the lew of achievment. 

Here, among the leaders of the Hitler youth are the sons of the 
poorest who exercise command over hundreds of thousands. What 
do the conceptions of poverty and richness mean in face of the 
reality of this community? In future deys only those will be 
called poor who did not belong in their youth to this community. 
And further, my Fuehrer, you demanded from my collaborators and 
from me that we should not only unite the youth in enthusian, 
but also by discipline and order. We fought for years la- 
boriously for this end, but today even this demand is fulfilled 
and proudly we feel ourselves as a worthy part of your greet 
National Socialist Movemant. 

But we were powerless regarding one of your demands. You told 
us then it would appear as a great success to you if we succeeded 
to hold together in one organization of the German one hundred 
thousand German youth. My leader, you forgot, that you had 
given this organization your name. 

You asked for one hundred thousand, and it was all who came. 
There is one thing which is stronger than you, my Fuehrer, that 


is the love of the young Germany for you.

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There are many gay hours in the year of the youth. This 


"one, however, is in every year our havpiest. Because more then 


other people, my Fuehrer, we feel to be chained to your person 
by our name. Your name is the happiness of the youth, your 


name, my Fuehrer, is our immortality.

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Chapter I 
From Union (Bund) to Nation 

That which was formerly called the German youth movenent 
(Jugend bewegung) is dead. This statement has nothing to do 
with ill will. 
No youth leader of our tine will deny the nerits of the scout 
(Wandervogel) Karl Fischers in his work with the Gernan youth 
movement. That youth movement was as right for its own tine 
as the Hitler Youth is right for the present. Without any 
doubt, many ideas and the form of life (Lebesform) of the Youth 
Movement helped to create the prerequisites on which the H J is 
building; The idea of self-leadership on the part of the youth, 
the declaration to fight against the standards of bourgoiss 
society, the will to folkdom (Volkstun), homeland, comradeship 
and many others, are akin to the feelings of the H. J. 
And yet: The first step into public life, the meeting which 
took place on 11 and 12 October 1913 on the "Hohen Meissner", 
remained only an impulse. The best thing about the speech on 
the "Hohen Meissner" were the people who listened to it. 
What today's youth is looking for in this, for the youth nove- 
ment so important meeting, is the sincere will to form, to create. 
(zur Forn, zur bestalt). 
We, today, eee clearer than the generation of that time that the 
value of their youth movement was in their silent work. The 
ereater German idea (grossdeutscher Gedanke) and the really 
valuable return to folkdom and sinplicity are achievements of 
the youth movenent which seem to us more significant than the 
numerous manifestatos which were handed down to us. They had 
the courage to let thenselves be ridiculed, a courage which the 
National Socialist Fighter of a decade later also had to have. 
And we must, if we want to do justice to this youth movement, look 
less to the picture of their actual appearance (Erscheinungsbild) 


but more to the determination with which they followed their 
€ ND soa 
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ideals. The political reality of youth wes their cleenness, 
their decent behaviour, their political change (Umbruch). The 
Youth movement was one of the few pleasant phenomena of the 
Wilhelaman era and it is characteristic for that time that 
youth was so delightful because it declared war on its time. 

Few leagues (Bünde) of the postwar time have a right to refer 

to the former youth movements They were a true copy of its 
weaknesses Without its virtues. They ignored the lesson of the 
great war. 

They forgot that the tine of a free and easy youth movenent had 
undergone a break by the death of two million, which imposed 

on then the duties of unity and masculine constraint. (Gebunden- 
heit und männliche Zucht). What was right up to 1 August 1914 
was wrong after 9 November 1918. 

Some attempts were made to create a synthesis of youth and a 
militant movement (Wehrbweeung _), attempts which started from 
the right principles. These attempts failed because their 
leaders were either representatives of pure militarism or at 
best of some lesser political ideas. Therefore, it was reserved 


to Adolf Hitler, the creator and supporter of an ideology 


(Weltanschauung), to determine the road of German youth. 


Fron the former youth movement the Hitler youth took over this 
or that form, out of the front of the world war it was given 
its content by Adolf Hitler. Its organizetion also has its 
prerequisitecin the great war; its bearing is military, as 

was the bearing of those who cane from the youth movement and 
who died in their gray coats in Flanders. 

Just as the youth of the "Hohen Meissner" felt, the front as the 
more important, so do we. Between the summer of 1914 and the 
Spring of today lies a long dreary tine through which we all 
passed consciously or unconsciously. Even those of us who had 
not been born at that tine know it, every German knows it. As 


long as the German people will.live, this ‘bine will live in 


i 


their minds. 
ee 
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That at that time a whole nation stood in arms, Catholics and 
Protestants, beggars and millioneires, peasents and clerks, 
merchants and laborers, and that they all obeyed one will and 
were only Gernans, nothing but Germans, that also started us 

on the narch. No title, no privilege of birth, not a lot of 
Aoney nor anything special of any kind made a difference then. 

We also want the sane thing. 

The black yeers of wer have passed, the spirit of the warrior 
remains . 

Again youth in Germany does not want: profits, nor personal gain, 
but renders service and sacrifices to the community. That is the 
idea of the HJ: A comradeship of those Germens who do not went 
anything for themselves. Because they do not went anything for 
themselves they cen do everything for their great nation. Not 

& youth with new rights - a eeneration of strict fulfillment of 
duty. 

The postwar period showed a sad picture of party-bound youth. 
“Whoever controls youth, controls the future" was the slogan, 
given the Cermen National (deutschnational) club to the 

Communist thieves! den. Every lobby was dealing in youth. 

And they were successful. Young Germany took everything for 
gospel truth, sold itself toüey to this cne, tonorrow to that 
one till finally, disappointed and diseusted, it turned its back 
on ell these activities. Then came the time of exclusive sports, 
of exclusive induleine in entertainments and living to the fullest, 


the time of exclusive study. 


"Politics is nonsense," was the reply given to party function- 


aries. 

When Adolf Hitler began to Speek this attitude was shaken. But 
now the satisfied citizen used the same argument which youth 

had found against hin. He called for peace, for self-possession, 
for order. "Youth should not mix in politice," became the 


defensive slogan of all the bourgois parties which began to lose 


DET 
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their young people to the Fuehrer. Anyone who at that tine, 
1924-25, among youth stood up for Adolf Hitler might have found 
that even youth leaders anxiously tried to avoid the alleceà 
danger of influencing youth politicelly in the direction of 
National Socialism. Many comredes and I myself had to leave a 
militant organization (Wehrorganisation) to which I had becone 
quite attached, because I had made a speech for Adolf Hitler 
there. At that time, many, like myself drew a dividing line 
between themselves and their friends and relatives and exchanged 
fight for the new ideal for the quiet life of a well protected 
home. . 

We were not yet able to account for our conception in detail, we 
Simply believed. And when Hitler's book, "Mein Kampf" was 
published it was our bible which we almost learned by heart in 
order to be able to answer the questions of the doubters and 
superior critics. Almost every one who today is leading youth 
in a responsible position joined us during those years. 

Again Youth was divided by politics but this time the problem 
was different. It was no longer a matter of nationel parties, 
of liberal and democratic ideas, it was this! Germany or 
Marxiem, Germany or reaction. But youth also had bern slightly 
infected with party ideas. Youth did not want to be convinced, 
it wanted to be overruled. Not the accuracy of the idea was 
questioned, but an attempt was made to prove that with such 


a small following it could not be successful. The National 


Socialist movenent was regarded as a fractional perty, the honest 


but, beczuse of its pettiness, hopeless attempt of a man of 
whom it was not known if he had the necessary knowledge, the 
essential education. A bricklayer from Vienna, a man without 
college education, a self-tausht person should liberate Germany? 


That was at best very doubtful. 
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As there are old people who are young, there are also among the 


youth some who are old. I have met them in the universities, in 
the youth movement, everywhere. The people who are old in their 
hearts are like a pestilence to a healthy people. They represent 
the tenacious and enbittered resistance against every new idea. 


But youth is an attitude. The paralysed Chamberlain whose lips 


are forming words which only his wife can read and transcribe 


" represents eternel youth as much as the old Goethe in his last 
days. Eis Faust, the Ninth Symphony and the will of Adolf Hitler 
are eternal.youth and know neither time nor death. 

Yet there are men who are born old and are living their lives 

as if they were 70 years old. During the years of our fight 

we overcame those people and we fight them again and again. They 
are the living dead. Their coldness kills every slight atir 

of a new life. Only the collective force of passionate youth 

is able to destroy then. 

Let us do away with the old! Only eternal youth shall have its 
home in our Germany.

The devdlopment of the Hitler Youth movement, 

The idea for the foundation of a National Socialist youth 
organization came from the Fuehrer himself, while the name 
Hitler Youth was originated by Julius Streicher, who elso named 
the Brown House ("Brannes Haus") The name of the man who 
deserves the credit for heving set up the first groups of 
the H.J. is Kurt Oruber. 

At the time of the beginning of the H.J. Kurt Gruber hed just 
graduated from Law School (Referenderstamen). He devoted 
himself with great energy to his new task. From a small 
cellar in Plenen which served as Reichs office, we first 
organized a number of Saxonien HY groups, energetically 
assisted by the present Reich Governor (Reichsstetthalker) 

in Saxony, Martin Mutschinenon.

Here I would 21s» like to mention that, since 1228, Alfred: 


Rosenberg also took a special interest in the Netional Socialist 
Youth. at thet time we were trying to come to en understanding 
with the leagues ("Bunde"), alfred Rosenberg nezotiated with 
the Eazles end Falcons ("Alder nd Felken"), the "bensen", and 
other leagues without fundementel results. I realized at that 
time thet an understending with the leaders of the leazues would 
never be possible (p. 23) and devoted myself to the principle

cost all those leagues their independent existance. 

When, in 1530, the Fuchrer himself took over the high 
command of the SA (Storm Troups) end Ernst ROEHM started his 
new office as Chief of Staff, the National Socialist Youth or- 
ganizations were centralized in the SA.

Command, Now the organization of the HJ was thoroughly over- 
hended, which was necessary beceuse Kurt Gruber had not been able 
to fully devote himself to his tasks as a leader especially 
during the last months of his activities, Dr. von Reuteln 
continued his work as a consultant (Referent) for economic ques~ 
tions in the Exccutive Office (Reichsleitung) of the NSDAP but 
still found time for official trips and for nizht wrk at 

his desk to which the HJ owes the tizhtening of the threads 

of its organization which hed become rether loose. At that 
time I had to go temporarily to Kufstéin where I stayed with 
friends in & little mountain inn in order to avoid a prison 
term of three months. (p. 24) The previous year I had spoken 
against the Versailles dictate from the Steps of Cologne 
University, violating a zovernment order end, to begin with, was 
locked up in the Cologne prison, the so-called "KLINGSLPUTZN , 
which then often housed Dr. Robert Ley, at that time regional 
leader (Gauleiter) of Koeln-aechen and another leading party 
comrede, Tom WINKELNKEMPER. There I steyed for 8 deys till 

my case came up in court end wes then sentenced to 3 months 

in prison without & time of probeti^n ERSTER, 
according to the emergency decree (Hotverordnung) by the 

Reichs President. I was very lucky to be set free after 

the sentence wes pessed. With great joy I still think of the

I knew of his 
connections and, from the beginning on, I wes instinctively 
convinced of his unreliability in regard to his charecter. 
Gregor Strasser was an enemy of the National Socialist Youth 
out of the same instinct. It wes, after all, a Hitler-Youth 
end not a Strasser Youth. 

The greatest worry of the years of struggle of 1230/31 
was the leck 5f money. Very often we did not have the few 
gallons of gasoline which we nerded for travelling. another 
drawback was thet none of us was, et that time, a menber of 
the Reichstag ad, wherefore, hed no free trentrort-*tion. The 
reason was that we had not reached the necesser; "ze of 25. 

Our compensation for exnenses was just sufficicit to cover 

our bare living expenses. By writins and lecturing I was able 
to make enough money to pay my own fare. Despite all the 
difficulties we were able to meke ell the necessary trips. 

The success of my staff wes based on its mobility. Good 


leadership is not characterized by answering letters on time 
Erb 
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but by its contact with the fighting community. Thus the 
Fuehrer hed brought us up and he preached again end again not 
to lose myself in paper work — one of the greatest and wisest 


teechings which I received from him.

The H.F. (Hitler Youth) used the winter of 1932/33 for 
many demonstrations. We drove throuch all of Germany and 
called the youthtothe H.J. I will never forget a Fuchrer ap- 
peal in the beginning of January in Berlin, at the start of 
which I wes searched for weapons ty the police. Twenty days 
later we were in power. The most magnificent success was the 
conquest of the formerly Merxist industrial workers youth of 
the German West. Here my co-worker Hartmann Lauterbacher 
achieved greet things. 

I will never forget the hour when we were sitting in the 
office of the district Ruh»-Niederrhein durinz an intermission 
between demonstrations on 30 January and received the news of 
Adolf Hitler's appointment to the post of Reichs Chancellor, 
That seme nicht I spoke in Herford in Westphalia. We all 
felt saved. The policemen (Schupos) who, on the previous day, 
were still persccuting us, greeted us with reised hands.

to apply the victory 5f the movement to.the entire youth.Our 
cabinet ministers were overburdened with their new tasks and 
were working day and night. We could not wil ine would 
find time to golve the youth question ty their own initiative. 
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Therefore, we had to act ourselves. My co-workers met in my 
Munich apartment and advised me to occupy the Reichs committee 
(Reichseusschuss) of the German Youth Leagues (Jugend- verbtinds), 
I commissioned General (Obergebietsft hrer) Nebersberg with 50 
members of the Berlin HT to make a surprise raid on the Reichs 
Committee in the Alsenstrasse early the next morning, This was 
done end at noon the press had the report thet tho EU (Hitler 
Youth) had taken over the leedership of the Reichs Committee. 
The Reichs Committee was headed by en excellent man, General 
Vogt. As much as a surprise the turn of events wes to him at 
first as quickly did this Prussian officer adjust himself to 
the new situation, I took his job away from him but he under- 
stood thet this was a necessity and that only from the HJ 
(Hitler Y4uth)the great unification of German Youth would be 
possible, on which, efter all, he had worked all his life. 
General Vogt did not step eside (p.33) end was not offended, 
but reneined intensely end truly interested in the objectives 
of the HJ and its aims. His book, The German Boy~Service 

("Der deutsche Junzendienst") is one of the most valuable books 
of German youth literature, and we are all proud of the fact 
that General Yost today bolonzs to the Reichs Youth leadership 
(Reichs te zenari Lrwnz) end weers the Gold Honor inggnia (Goldens 
Ehrenzsic^ou] of the HI (Hitler Youth). 

In tis Reichs Counittee (Reichsausechues) we cot a trem 
endous *tount of ratertal. all st once vs vera aie to deter- 
mine the stvcupz 07 531 the German youta Lara. und to sum- 
mon the inflacnt.el versonslities In these yov :59gues. From 
this point I recsentnai the necoeslty of cosi io grips with 
the Greater German Union Crossdentscher Buni;. T appointed 
my co-worker Kerl Natersberg es ny represent^tive on the 
Reichs Committee end travelled through Germeny in order to teke 
a stand against The Greater Germen Union (Grossdeutscher Bund) 
in many demonstrations. In the meantime I gained control over 
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' The Reichs league for German youth hostels (Reichsverbend für 
deutsche Jugendkerburzen) in a manner similar to the one em- 
ployed with the Reichs Committee; with its leadership I com- 
missioned a young merchant from Hambure and bearer of the Golden 
Honor Insignia (Goldenes Ehrenzerchen) of the NSDAP, Johannes 
Rodatz. 

The Greater Germen Youth Leazue (Grossdeutscher Juzend- 
bund) was a combinetion of verious leagues and orgenisetions 
which came under the leadership of the deserving chief of steff 
of the fleet, Admirel von Trotha. This admiradle man, who had 
served our Fatherland in war and peace with unselfish (p.34) 
devotion fundamentally had the same ideas and plens for the 
Greater German League as I had for the Hitler Youth. That the 
Greater German League (Grossdeutscher Bund) could not fulfill 
these tasks was not the fault of the "Admiral" , as he was re- 
spectfully called by his Youth, the difficulties lay in the 
period itself. The Greater Germen League was not a political 
union, that is, leazues which partly were opposed to National 
Socislism were to be found in the Greater German League as well 
as organisations which ideologically were in agreement with the 
NSDAP, without, however, drawing any conclusions from it. The 
unification of youth could never be achieved by the external 
centralisation sf os: ly opposed leagues, but only tz a philos- 
ophy of life why... is] t» be accented by the vores zeneration as 
& new lew for lite. Only tus Hitler, Tousr vegresonted thie idea. 

The differercos between the Greater cernan i+ ce and the 
HJ grew from day to day. Frichion, even frequert.v actual 
fighting, were day-by-day occvronces. This stats ‘+ affairs 
could not be settled by compromise. We could not be satisfied 
with incorporation of the Greater German Leazue as, aways the 
incorporation of a youth league into the HJ for us was not even 
discussed. As all of us once, and that during difficult times, 
gave our unconditional pledge to Adolf Hitler, especially today 
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every young Germen must be able to do so. (p.35) The so- 
called and often praised individuel life ("Eizenleben! ) of 
such leagues is, in the last enelysis, nothing but another 
form of "Joiner tendency" (Verensmeierei). "Either all or 
nothing" is the principle of National Socialism. 

The position which I gave to the Hj was not strong enough 
to overcome the last quaint introspection (EigenbrÜ telei) 
within the youth. Nobody saw that as clearly as tho Fuehrer 
who wes convinced of the necessity of giving to the leader of 
the HJ that backing by the state which he needed for his work, 
When we discussed these things I asked the Fuehrer to refrein 
from attachement to one specific ministry, a wish which was 
readily reco:nized by the Fuehrer. The Fuchrer himself stated 
that & ministry cannot exist without bureaucracy, but burean- 
eracy is death to youth. He intended to create an azency which 
in its freedom should heve the possibility to work. Thus, in 


the Reichs Chancellory, in the middle »f June 1933, he ap- 


pointed me Youth leader of the German Reich (" Jugend fuehrer 


des deutschen Reiches" ) by clasping hands. Reich Minister Dr. 
Frick, as their competent minister for youth questions, drew 
up the respective document. I was ziven authority to appoint 
representatives of the states (" Lendesbeeuftrezto" ) to carry 
out my instructions and I appointed the district leaders 
(Gebretsftthrer) to these positions in all the states in ex- 
ecution of my risht. 

The first thing I did was to dissolve the Greet German 
League ("Grossdeutscher Bund"), Since I headed all (p.36) 
Germen youth orgenisations and I hed the risht to decide on 
their leadership, I did not hesitate for a moment to take 
this step, which was for the HJ (Hitler Youth) the elimination 
of en unbearable stete of affairs. The leader of the Great 
German Bund (Grossdeutscher Bund), Admiral von Trotha, set an 


example of rare human greatness to German youth when he, after 
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the incorporation of all leagues and organisations had been 
completed, one day made an end to all the fights and quarrels 
of the past years and, after his appointment to Honorary 
Leader (Ehrenfuehrer ) of the Navy Hitler Youth, devoted him- 
sclf unconditionally to the service in Adolf Hitler's youth 
movement. Only to great personalities it is given to put 
youth to sheme and at the same time oblizate by a noble ex- 
ample. At that time many a Germen boy will heve asked hime 
self if he would be able to act in the same way in a similar 
situation end honestly answered with a " no", From an edu- 
cetional point of view it wes the most important deed thet the 
admiral, after his organisation had been smashed, again ad~ 
justed himself to the tasks of the new generation out of his 
military sense of duty and his love for youth. When, today, 
the blue columns of our Navy Hitler Youth pass by their hon- 
orery leader, their eyes are not only shininz with enthusi- 
asm for the Admiral who once at a grave hour won eternel 
honor for the German Reich, but they also know in their 
hearts that this man is part of (p.37) themselves. Follow- 
inz the incorporation of the " Stahlhelm” into the Sa we 
were able to carry out the incorporation of the "Scharn- 
horst", the youth orzenisetion of the "Stahlhelm!" . Eut 

the "Schernhorst" had to zive up its individual existence 
when it joined the HJ. The individuel "Scharnhorst" boys 
were detailed t5 the local branches of the HJ. This step 
would never have been possible without the initiative of 
Reichs Minister Saldte who was completely convinced of the 
necessity to create a large youth organisation, which, also 
according to his opinion, could only be the HJ (Hitler Youth). 
Thet the many small and unimportant groups and leagues were 
incorporated zoes without saying and took place without any 


resistance. The Marxist youth as well es all political 
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youth organisation I prohibited after the occupation of the 
Reichs Committee. The one million members of the HT which we 
had on 30 January 1933 had now grown to a round three million, 
Only the two large confessional groups, the Protestant and the 
Catholic youth, were opposed to us. They already had lost a 
great number of their members to us but they still remained 
powerful factors in the life of German youth. Azain and 

again I called tozether the district leaders (Gebiets- 
fuehrer) of the HJ in order to discuss this subject. Again 
and again these true and tenacious fighters announced: We 
won't stop now. From the lest boy to the Reichs Youth 

leader we agreed that the HJ never should and would give in 


as regards this question. 


(p.38) Chepter 3 
Hitler Youth and Confessional Youth 

Towards the end of 1933 discussion about the eventual 
incorporation nf the evangelical youth took place between 
the newly appointed Reichs Bishop Ludwig Mueller and myself. 
With zreet satisfaction we from the HS could ascertain that 
the Reichs Eishop was fundamentally ready to lead the mem- 
bers of the evengelical youth lesgues into the HI, a point 
of view which differed somewhat from that of the cheirman 
of the Young Men's Protestant Work (Evenzelisches Jung- 
m& nnerwerk), Dr. Stenze. Dr. Stange actually tried to 
interfere with this new development against the will of the 
majority of his followers, but without success. And in 
December 1933 the Reichs Bishop and myself were able to in- 
form the Fuehrer that incorporetion of the protestant youth 
into the HVJ had become a reality. 

Through the agreement with the Reichs Bishop the HJ 
(Hitler Y4uth) believes to have shown the way by which a 


later understanding with the Catholic Youth Leagues also 
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would be possible. By this agreement evangelical youth orge- 
nisations in the old sense, that is leazues, which overlap 
the activities of the HJ,are no longer in existence. as 
spiritual communities the Protestant (p.39) groups continue 
to live in their innate field, namely that of the Protestant 
creed. The HJ (Hitler Youth) guarantees their protestant 
members a certain evening each week for their confessional, 
religious activities. The agreement with the Reichs Bishop 
follows verbatim: 

1) The Protestant Youth Work (Evangelisches 

Jugendwerk) recognises the unified state po- 

litical education of German youth by the 

National Socialist State end the HT (Hitler 

YHuth) as representetives of the philosophy

The Reich Youth leadership does not pursue foreign politics, 

The Fuehrer created the Office of Foreign Affairs for the 
foreign activities of the National Socialism, hat is done within 
the Foreign Department of the Reich Youth leadership never means an 
overcrossing of Party offices and State offices, The HJ deals with 
the youth and not with big politics, And even where the youth con- 
tacts the youth of other nations to exchange young people for study 
trips or camps, contact is made outside the political sphere, It 
is the purely human agreement of youth &mong themself which in this 
way the Reich Youth leadership attempts to achieve,

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I believe in a cooperation of the Zuropean youth at the basis of an 
agreement; its only program point should be: to know each other, 
It would be an utopian idea to believe that such a cooperation 
would improve the world, Probably the world wuld not improve but 
the people could become juster, In this connection we welcome the 
international exchange of nupils ard only desire that it might be 
extended beyond the circle of pupils to the youth of all professions. 
The activity of the Foreign Department ofthe Reich Youth leadership 
is not only concerned with the relationship of the HJ to the youth 
of other nationa, although this field is most clearly in evidence, 
It carıs,in close cooperation with the Icague for Germandom Abroad 
(Volkstund fur das Deutschtum im Ausland), for the youth of the 
German settlements abroad, in Europe and South America, and awakens 
in the Reich German Youth the understanding for the brothers and 
sisters abroad, 


In a special main branch, the Central Office for Volksdeutsche 


Youth ork (Mittelstelle fur Volksdeutsche Jugendarbeit), which took 


over the main tasks of the Central Office of German Youth in Furopeg 
which in 1933 was attached to the organization of the Reich Youth 
leadership, the following fields are being worked on: 

l, Borderland trips and trips abroad of the entire German youth 

2, "Volksdeutscher" labor service 

3. Schooling in the Reich of German youths living abroad 

The borderland trips and trips abroad offer the possibility to 
&ive the young Germans abroad the contact with the new Germany by 
Reich Germen Youth hiking groups in form of rerformnces (folk: songs, 
folk dances and plays performed by laymen). At the same time Pe 
selection by these youth hiking groups s hould be made in the German 
settlements abroad anong thosc who : appear suitable as youth leaders 
am therefore are to be called to the Reich for school ing. 

All borderland trips and trips abroad of youth hiking groups 
and individusl youth hikers have to be authorized by the hike of fice 
of the central office, Thereby the hikes of the "wild hikers" shovld 


finally be prevented which were not always tothe good of the German 
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reputation abroad, On the other side the hikes should be arranged 
according to a certain plan, so that they can be directed into 
certain sections where a visit seems really appropriate. 
the central office is tte so-called Volks- 

deutsche Labor service which has the task of a systematic schooling 
of German Youth leaders living abroad, In four specially suited 
labor camps the sense of the labor service is clearly danonstrated 
to the Germans living abroad by special schooling methods, in order 
that tiey can apply what they learned in their home organization, 

Another branch of the Foreign Department has the task to com- 
bine the Reich German boys ond girls inasmuch as is possible in 
youth groups in which National Socialist ideas are conveyed to them, 
To this effect the groups reccive books and youth literature free 
of charge and especially such which cstablish the spiritual cort act 
with the Reich German HJ, The work program provides the establish- 
ment of schooling camps of several weeks duration for Cerman youths 
from abroad who above all should convey to the future leaders the 
experience of the present fatherland, Through an own press service, 
the Foreign Nenartment tries to protect the rights of the Germn 
youth abroad in the Reich German Press, Toc diiy appearing press 
service "S$. ce of the ist" ("Ostreum") brings short news about the 


movement of the German youth organizations abroadand the German school 


abroad for Jithuania, Letlond, Esthonia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria, 


Ruaania, and Yugoslavia, Another paper "The School Review for Qer- 
mans Abroad" (Dic 4uclandsdeutsche Se.wischau) is delivered to a 

great nunber of German schools of higher learning, Furthersore the 
branch participates in the youth periodicals published by t.e Reich 
Youth leadership or in cooperation with it, and furnishes the Ger 

man daily newspapers with articles of a principle mture about ques- 
tions of the youth abroad, as well as the Geman newspapers abroad with 
news from the Reich and the German groups beyond the frontier. The 
branch "Pross" in the Forcisn Department is thereby the rallying point 
for the news on the movement of the German Youth abroad and the schools

The training of the co-workers staff is to be extended by a 
number of additional training weeks snd by supply of training material 
and establishment of competent libraries in the Oberbanne, Further- 
more, special attention for the localities less than 100 km from 
the frontier is intended, 

The colonial branch keeps awoke tle memory of the cultural, 
scientific, economic and military achievements in the former German 
colonial territory within the organizations under the order of the 
Reich Youth lcadership. Beyond this, the Gurmen youth shall be in- 
formed about the importance of colonial possession for the supply 
of the home economy with colonial products and raw materials. It 
will be taken into consideration concerning this schooling that the 
guiding lin: of the Germany population policy which aims at the 
utilization of tne spoce in the East will not be violated. In the 
historical schooling the "colonial-guilt-lie" and the thcreby intended

requirements, is in preparation snd will serve in the future as 
basis for all work, The youth should be informed every three months 
by & "schooling-letter" about everything worth while in the fic ld of 
the colonial question which Should come downto thc sub-leaders of 
the whole HJ and BDM, In this direction, friendly cooperation with 
the biggest society, the German Colonial society, takes places

All of you know already the words: Pre-military training, youth's 
physical training or militery education (\iehrerziehung). 


The first term "pre-military training" means, that the young person 
prior to his induction into the army should acciuire a certain amount of know- 
ledge; the second term "youth's physical training" means conditioning of the 
body to a certain degree of physical fitness will be reached. However, we 
are choosing of the three terus the last one which is "military education", 
Because not only does it mean acquiring a certain amount of knowledge and 
reaching a certain degree of physical fitness, out wnat is more important, it 
will have a decisive influence on the soldier. 


One will ask: Why is it thet there is such an endless debate going on 
in Germany today about the term "military education"? Why are attempts 
being made just at present to deiine clearly the term "military education" 
to carry out what is recognized es correct? Is it done for the sole purpose 
of trying to get the lead over foreign countries? Is it because of reason- 
ing that we did this, or coes it &o much deeper than is noticeable on the 
surface? 


Gentlemen, I believe that it was not only because of the reasoning of 
individuals who inspired us that a change in our thinking unnoticeable for 
many is taking place and becomes visiable to all in its effects. 

The term "military education" cannot be realized in a vacuum but it is 
closely connected with the symbol of the German soldier, Just like this 
symbol changes, the term "military education" also changes. Military edu- 
cation of the youth makes sense only under certain historical conditions. 
These in turn are closely connected with the ideology of state and society 
current at the time

The young Germany found herself agein in a soldierly way of life. The 
great historic development which lasted over hundred years had finally reached 
its conclusion and consequently the German people had geined new possibili- 
ties. Under Frederic the Great tho military and the bourgeoisic (middle 
class) as diiferent estates (Stände) opposed each other without understanding 
as hopeless strangers; the reforms the wars of independence (Freiheitskriege) 
brought about, had united again both terms, However, they could not ovor- 
come tho bourgeois way of life purmancntly, 


Only within our time was this development concluded since life was again 
molded into one unit. No more the citizen of the sovereign ruler but each 
citizen of the New Reich is being born to bear arms, It is not a "cursed 
obligation" which puts him under military law but his ovn free will urges 
him to do it and makes him recognize the necessity of military service not 
only for one or two years but for a life-time, under a new unified system 
which begins in the earliest childhood and ends only when he is also unable 


to do service at home for the well being of all.

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Considering all this, it goes without saying that we are talking about 
the military education of the German youth and carry it out. It is just 
as clear before our eyes that Friederich Ludwig Jahn with all his knowledge 
and the great effort put forward by him did not succeed in carrying it out. 
But now the time is ripe because tne newly gained philosophy of life may be 
realized, It would only be self deception to believe that this task could 
be solved by from the top only. German youth has been a movement since a 
generation. 


This movement started long before the war as a first proof of its coming 
great renovation protesting against the bourgeoise. 


The Youth ovement (Jugendbewegunz) before the war wes not yet soldierly 
but it was hard against itself and on long hiking tours it helped laying the 
foundation for a real great Germany. The volunteer-spirit of the great war 
would be unthinkable without this youth movement - that volunteer-spirit 
which is the prerequisite of military duty! Of course, those who only came 
in order to fulfill their own duty did not spare themselves anything either 
in the great war. They was no less brave than the volunteers. The only 
difference was that the volunteer was willing to take responsibility for 
his fate, injury and death, vhile the other one fclt more securc if the 
State and the Law wore responsible for himself and the family when the mis- 
fortune arose. 


Tho voluntary service was contained in the free pees (Freikorps), in 
the military orgcnizations (*chrve rb2uden), in the organizations of the 
N.S.D.A.P. and in the Hitler Youth Movement. 


The German youth has formed its own Reich within this youth-movement 

in which it has the right and privilege of its own way of life. In a decree 
issued by the Fuehrer on i December 1936, pertaining to the Hitler Youth 
Movement this own Reich was approved by nim. It might be said that its own 
way of life gives its own character to German youth but we are lucky in that 
the philosophy of life of National Socialism has become the EM of 
life of youth and thet there is no political differences between the differ- 
ent generations of present day Germany. Only the way of life of German 
youth has its individual emphasis, This has hardly penetrated the older 
generations. The way of life could also not be changed by an order from 
above because it did not grow by order or by accident but through a move- 
ment thet has grown thru tho decades. We hive to observe the fact that in 
the youth organization and in other organizations diffcrent ways of life con- 
front each other. For instance, the way of life of the Army which is based 
on the probably oldest tradition which we heve. There is no doubt that a boy 
who changes from one organization to another fools thit the different ways 
of life arc different and that he tries to decide for himself if one or the 

other is the right onc. He probably trics to compare youth hostel (Jugend- 
heim) snd barracks, comradeship leader (Kemeradscheftsfuchrer) and sergeant, 
on evening in a youth hostel and military instruction, the comradly "thou" 
which bound him to all leaders up to tho Reichs Youth Leader and the pro- 
nounced seperction from his superior cven the corporni, also, abstinence 
from nicotin and alcohol ond the sudden abolition of this abstinence. 


It would, of course, be completcly senseless for the individual to 
start to investigate if this or thot way scems right to him. It goes with- 
out saying that on army which is to be trzinod for battle must be handled 
entirely different from a unit of boys. I believe that there is no orgeni- 

zation in Germany which hes gzthorcd so much experionee through its century 
old tradition in leading men as the army, Only at 2 Later oge one comes to 
see those things as a result of a deep psychological knowledge which, as a 
private, as 2 young sergeant or lieutenant, seemed obscure, or which one 
carried out without thinking, as and how it hes always been done. 


It would be just as senseless to argue thot the army, ^s the oldest 
organization, should demand that the way of life in the youth organization 
should be patterned after the army's way and that this should be done at 
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once by a system of orders and regulations. That would be completely wrong 
because the present youth movement is of a natural growth which cannot 
suddenly be sent by coercion but needs 2 certain amount of freedom to be 
able to grow further. And nothing would be more harmful than to substitute 
a system of orders, which developed under totally different conditions, 

for the free will of the present young generation. The forty years of Ger- 
man youth history cannot and shall not be erased because what has developed 
alive out of an idealistic motive shall never be extinguished. 


But from a long rcngo point of view it is necessary, that we do not 
allow the life oa a German boy who has to pass through 211 the organizations, 
to go through as mny breaking expericneus as there are organizations. On 
the contrary, it is necessary to give to his life and his development actual 
stability. We do not only want to train our boys and through the difference 
of the organizations give them the opportunity to compare and to criticize 
but we want to lead them in an unbroken line of development from boy to man, 
& development which must be natural to them, which does not give them cause 
to investigate why they have been dealt with in this or that manner. The 
political education of the boy stops vhen he enters into the service of the 
Armed Forces, 


We have to admit that the way of life in the youth orgenization is dif- 
ferent from that in the Armed Forces, But our time gives us an opportunity 
to draw one line of development from the tenth year to the time of discharge 
from the Armed Forces; that is the line of development of military training 
and military education. Therefore, it is in general of tremendous education- 
al value and not only for the training of a soldier. The boy should feel that 
he is part of a natural of events and react to it by feeling a constant 
uninhibited enhencement of life, 


The young scout grows into the armour-bearer of the nation. Thus the 
natural course of events is again completed which has been characteristic 
of every natural warrierdom. It always let the boy become a scout first, 
then gave him practice weapons and only then let him earn the deathly weapon 
of the man, 


All military training must thus be regarded a building of life with- 
out friction, following only the laws of life and supported by the one as 
well as the other organization and nothing to block it. Life itself knows 
no abrupt fundamental changes from one day to another. One is not a boy 
one day and a man the next one but every age period has educational and 
formative significance, which needs to be recognized and utilized. 


I case these laws are observed one will, a few decades from now, be 
incredulous before the achievements which will be made by development of 
physical potentialities and by technical knowledge and also before the high 
degree of ideological readiness which is inherit in the American soldier, 

The recognition of the laws of development will and must give us an in- 
credible advantage over the achievements of other nations, especially in 

the present which is carried along by the impulse of national uprising. 

is no cucstion that cven with several years of military training another 
nation cannot cover make up for that which was neglected in regard to develop- 
ment which wo recognized and utilized in time, 


But that which will happen in tho futurc in regard to this will not 
only mean the training to be a German soldier but training to be a German 
man, the decisive final finish of whom takes place in the servicc of the 
Armed Forces. In addition, an extensive cxchange of experiences will come 
about on the broadest possible basis between the armed Forces in the Yeuth 
Organization on all things so decisive for all future development in order 
to continue the one education in every respect at the exact point where the 
other one stopped. 


In regard to work with pure military education this has already been 
done in years of colleboration and vcry extensively. The result has been

will 
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put down in a book written by me which regulates future military education 
up to the last detail of training and which, with, on mutual consent, 
includes a forcmost snd a preface by the Roichs minister of war (Reichs- 
kriegsminister) and tho Reichs Youth Leader (Reichsjugendführer). 


The basic idea of this work is to present to the boy wnat fits into 
et particular stage of his development. In doing this one avoids quite 
urelly to bring up before hand something that belongs into the future 
eine of the Armed Forces and docs not fit thc boy but only tho man. 
For that reason no boy is given a military weapon. Simply because it does 
not make sense from the point of view of development. But, on the other 
hand, it makes sense to give him practice guns of smaller caliber. Just 
as there are military exercises which fit only adult men there are exercises 
which are better tackled zt the age of a boy. Among others, for instance, 
outdoor training. 


The young man of twenty who has become enstranged to nature in the 
city - and two-thirds of the German population to-day live in cities - 
will find it very difficult to reestablish contact. üvcrything has become 
too foreign to him "nd he will never again be able to become a bush or woods 
runner (Busch- und '»ldlacufcr) whose best friends are nature and terrain. 


It is different for the boy. At the age of 12 to 16 or 17 a boy is 
actually ideal for the terrain. It is exactly the age of wild wost romanti- 
cism when he thinks only in terms of secret peths, mbush and surprise 

aids. If at thet tizo nothing brings the boy into the terrain if he only 
continues the dull wy of going to school something ingrown and crooked 
develops in him which can never sgain be straightened out, The right time 
to put him into the torrcin has been missed, 


The same is true of the training of the senses. I am of tho opinion 
that to the training for sceing even the most insignificant things in 
nature, for noticing the slightest change in the normal world around us, 

a very systematic training of the car should be added. One has to learn 
again to distinguish from ontire noise pictures the single important sound 
which has something to say. Ono has to learn direction hearing and distance 
hccring nd ono has to train the car to be constantly on the alert and 
immediately registers the slightest noise which shows danger. This kind of 
training belongs entirely to a youthful age, If tho right time has been 
missed it con hardly be made up in later years, 


The boy starts to learn while ho ploys and in more and more systematic 
training becomes a young scout. He again acquires the incredible agility 
of primitive men to find cover and camouflage in the terrain, to use covery 
indentetion in the ground, every bit of vegetation to close in, to cover 
long distances without -ny noise also at night ond, at the some timc, to 
see everything, to hear everything and finally to appear out of nowhere 
before the baffled enemy; thus growing into the future battle technique 
through his full life of a boy. 

I ask you, genticmen, to think beck for a moment ond remember Lange- 
marck, the voluntcors who, for the idea, offered their lives to the bullets 
while singing "Deutschland, Deutschland ucbor alles", And then think of the 
youth with the same ideologicsl readiness of :. fow decades later which 
docs not waste one drop of blood, which in defcnco ond attack evades the 
oncimy, against whom the best wo':pon becomes useless because it hardly any 
longer con find its nim. This is a picture of the goal of great education 
which starts with tho pleyful troining of the boy in the terrain and completes 
itself in the training in the Armed Forces. 


If we in Germany use only a fraction of the effort which is used in the 
school to prepare the boy for that we will certainly get results, Because 
this service has one advantage: 1 It meets the desires of the boy halfway 
while, thank heavens, sitting on a school bench never does, Because the 
fate of nations will also in the future not be deteruined by academicians 
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but by politicians and finally by the soldier, Why should'nt it be 
possible to give back to German youth what is natural to primitive men? 
Our nation is healthy. The natural tendency for it still exists. They 
have not been lost, they are only abscured. First, they have to be forced 
so that they may grow again. 


What a boy between 10 and 14 does in his games, the older boy practices 
in systematic training. But nowhere is there a place for unnatural dril- 
ling, everything shall and must be part of tne life of youth, But the 
effort nade by the individual must be increased as he grows older. 


We Germans were given a great gift by providence, That is, that we 
are the only notion who knows how to hike (wendern). Wwe are bound to nature 
not only by the necessity to exploit it but by the talent to understand 
nature emotionally. i.e experience nature when we hike because we add our 
wn effort. 


»e do not wish our youth to goose step in a colum, but travel in a 
small group (fzhrtengruppe) which must find its own way. The group learns, 
after it has been taught essentials, to orient itself, to read maps and to 
Judge the terrain. It increases tne joy of hiking if the leader gives 
definite problems, for instance, to find a certain point visible in the 
terrain on the imap, or, to look up a road on the map and lead the group to 
it, etc., etc. 


The trip (fahrt) offers the great apportunity to fit in all that which 
belongs to the system: description end judgement of terrain; recognition 
and description tho sim; use of terrain, scouting; reporting; securing; and 
to end up in a terrain game which requires all the boy; initietive. 


The "Fahrt" does not alone train the boy in tne terrain but, as I like 
to call it, to self-help (Selosthilfe). During the war we found that the 
truely useful (kriegsbrauchbaren) soldiers werc not those who had completed 
their training but those guys who knew what to do in any situation and could 
take care of themselves when it came to the smallest details. Only the 
mastery of these thousands of skills :aakes a completely usefull soldier. 

The idealist reaching for tho stars is of little use if he cannot deal with 
all thc unpleasant things which must be overcome. Of what use is the most 
enthusiastic mn if he neglects his footwear and has to stay behind with 

bad feet. It is c useless comrade who docs not know how to set up à tent, 

to dig a hole for cooking, to make a fire, to dress 2 wound, The many 
repulsive tasks in thc world of war will soon cause him to stay behind as 
unfit, or he will remain a constant source of trouble to the sergcant, who 
will be unnble to grasp how anybody could be born with so little common sense, 


e have no use for helpless professors but nóed agile, quick youths 
which can deal with every situction in life and has learned all that at a 
time when it was casiest to learn it. This is, to a large extent the 
purpose of the hiking trip ("Fahrt") and the camp. 


But the hiking trip has still another purpose. It is one of the best 
means of education «t our disposal; because it is the only way in which 
the boy can get acqurinted with his fotherlond for which ho will have to 
fight ono day. From the perspective of the back alley he can never win it. 
But he who has not been complctely satisfied will still find in sun and 
rain ond in his own effort the mocning of trees and soil, of villages and 
old towns. He a carry it with him as his true possession and with this 
possession he ceases to be a proletarion, It is even a prorocuisite for the 
possibility that the new state once agcin may give him a piece of land, 
Then again it would have a meaning to the individual. 


The systematic development of physical ability for all of us today 
has become something self-understood. We can hardly grasp the fact th^t 
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the old state did so little for it with a few hours of gymnastic exercises 
up to the end of compulsory school and nothing up to the time of military 
service, And thet at 2 time when the number of men fit for militery sor- 
vice in the large cities, decreased from ycar to yorr, It docs not make sense 
to us to provide physical training only for those who desire it ond, there= 
fore, join sports clubs. Because he who does not do thet is certainly much 
more in need of physical troining. A definite program for physical training 
simultsneous with the physical development of the young person is a demand 
already made by the Fuchrer in his book "Mein Kampf" and which was there= 
fore clso demanded and carried out by the new state, The &£^p betwee 

school, labor and ^rixy service must finally be closed, 


What shell snd must bo done in particulur is clear today and establi- 
shed, The natural is the best. General physical training is the beginning. 
Then follows athletics, Track comes first, followed by jumping, throwing 
and pushing. But not everything belongs to athletics but only the simplest: 
short ond long distance running, high and brond jumping, shot put snd 
instozd of javelin, club-throwing, For building thc body those are the 
most benificial exercises which require a minimum of tools and 2t tho same 
time not too much technique, Among those swimming is one of the exercises 
which develop the body in gencral, Why should 2 boy weit till he is 20 
years old, to lerrn how to swim? In the question itself lies the contra- 
diction. Why should the army occupy itself by teaching 70 percent of the 
rookies how to swim. The boy of ten can learn to swim and should master it 
long before he becomes a soldier, 


. * * . . 


Of special value for the development of the body is any fighting 
Sport, especially boxing. Every boy first learns free wrestling and 
then boxing, There is no sport which educates better to hardiness and 
fighting spirit, 


One should not’ start it too early but only after the body has al-

In addition to general training there is special training for the 
new replacement generation in the Airforce, Navy and motorized troops.

And if even those should be shattered, there remains as the 
last resort the manly discipline, the iron habit to obey silently and to 
carry out, without a word that service by order of another for which the 
individual will does not suffice. He who cannot give orders to himself, 
must get used to obeying the orders of others and to feel the obligation 
to do so so strongly that even at the most dangerous moment it does not 
fail. It is o fine thing when a man of 20 learns toobey unaonditionally 
but it is much better when the boy of ten starts to put his own wishes 
aside, to renounce, to git in, and to serve tho will of tho community, 
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Gentlemen, you can see for yourself that the tasks of present 
German youth education have gone far beyond the "playful", Within the great 
order of the new Reich they have taken on a new and tremendous significance, 
In order to be able to solve these problems apart from everything old and 
inhabiting the Fuehrer has given its own realm to youth. But this problem 
can only be solved if the large educational organizations of the German peo- 
ples are coordinated in such a wey that the life of the German boy con- 
stantly increases in physical skill as weil as in ideological will.

For years, the "NATIONALSOCIALISTIC 
LEAGUE OF TEACHERS" (Nationalsozia- 
listischer Lehrerbund) under party 
member SCHEMM, Gauleiter of Oberfran- 
ken, has been workimg on matters 
pertaining to nationalsocialistic 
education. After Adolf Hitler's acces- 
sion to power the time had come to 
harvest the fruit of this work. Now 
was the time to bring home to the 
youth the significance of the tremen- 
Cous historical events which they had 
son allowed to witness and to create 
in them the feeling of great responsi- 
bility that results from these events. 
Inis was also expressed in a speech by 
Reich Minister of the Interior, Dr, 
Frick, held on 9 Kay at a conference 
of Ministers of education. He said the 
following about the teaching of history 
in school: 
"The last two decades of our own era 
ara to be the main subject of history 
Classes, The phenomenal experience of 
the World War and the vivid struggle 
of the German people against a world 
of enemies, the disintezration of our 
will to resist by subversive elements, 
he disgrace of our people by the dic- 
tate of Versailles and the subsequent 
collapse of the liberalistic-marxistic 
ideology are to be as thoroughly as the 
beginning of the national rebirth from 
the fight in the Ruhr to the break- 
through of the nationalsocialistic idea 
of liberty and the reestablishment of 
German unity on that day in Potslam." 


Tho already mentioned law for the re- 
establishment of the civil service 
("Gesetz zur Wiederherstellung des Be- 
rufsbeamtentuns") later on made possible 
a thorough check-up of all Germen 
teachers and elimination of subvorsive 
and unreliable elements. In addition, 
Rust already on 14 April suspended with 
immediate effect the first 16 university 
professors (the majority of whom were 
Jewish) whose political and educational 
activities were too subversive to be 
tolerated by the new state. They were 
Joined by noumerous other "scientific 
representatives" of liberalism and mar- 
xism during the following weeks. The 
resulting indignation of Yorld Jewry 

and of its “Internation” s" could even

The NSDStB had been created in 1925/26 
by party member Tampel and goon party 
member Baldur von Schirach was ma-de 
its chief by the Fuchrer. Ho started 
to rally the few nationalsocialistie 
students, to propagate national socia- 
lism in the universities and to stand 
up against the growing terror of the 
liberalistic and merxistic authorities 
in the universities.

Reich Minister of Education, Rust, has issued radically new 
regulations in a decree concerning the relationship 
between parents, school and Hitler 
youth who are students by replacing the parents! advisory 
committees in public schools by "school communi- 
tie s", The national socialistic idea demands service and re- 
sponsibility instead of liberalistic representation of interests 
of parents! advisory committees, 


The school community consists of all teachers of the school, 
the students! parents, and representatives of the Hitler Youth 
(HJ leaders or BDÍ leaders), The school principal is tho leader; 
as his helpers he appoints from among the parents and teachers two 
to five youth advisors ("Jugendwalter") according to the size of 
the school. In addition, one HJ-leader is to be delegated as 
"Jugendwalter" to this group in agreement with the district leader 
of the HJ ia charge. About cooperation the following is said in 
the decree: "Although home, school and Hitler youth each have 
their separate tasks and responsibilitics of education, they 
also have a common responsibility for the success of education 
in general, i.e., including those educational institutions in 
which they do not participate directly. All efforts of edu- 
cational character by the different groups of cducators fulfills 
their purpose only if it is kept in mind that they carry out only

nationalsocialist State a Flate Youth Law is added to the 
common Youth law. "By State youth law is understood the sum 
of all legal rules which regulate the building up and inner 
structure of the total Youth organizations of the national- 
socialist state" (Menzel in the “Administration Gazette"), 
With this it is already stated that the legal provisions of the 
Hitler Youth concerning their service and organization are 
State Youth law in broadest sense. Therefore it is not astonish- 
ing that the national-socialist State does not go beyond general 
anc basic decrees and leaves the execution of the multitu- 
dinous tasks of education to the youth movement itself. Mind- 
ful of the principle of Sclf-leadership of the youth the state 
takes care to protect from"bureaucratization" which avows 
itself to it and places itself in its service. This principle is 
also preserved in the directives for execution of the Reich law 
on the Hitler Youth of December Ly 1536. 

All the more has the Hitler Youth received a legal position 
in the State, which nrovid:s it with governmental authority for 
the canying out if its task. 
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The statistics of the membership of the Hitler Youth show 
the following picture:

The number of 765 000 male and female leaders could easily 

lead to wrong conclusions. If our organization is firmly cone 
solidat:d to-day we owe this without doubt to the commitment 

of these forces. For the greatest part, however, they work 

honorarily. The principle of young leadership and self-leadership 

of youth results in the elimination and transferring to the 

Labour-Service and to the Armed Forces of all comrades who have 

proved and shown their quality as leaders in the Hitler Youth. 


Fully active in the Hitler Youth are 8017 male and female 
leaders who all have served their military training. In the 
School which provides for eight classes we find however 234 345 
teachers in full service. For one full-time Hitler Youth or 
BDM-leader there are 1450 youths while for a full-time teacher 
there are only 37 pupils. School can occupy the youth about 
three times as long as tne Hitler Youth in the course of a week. 
while the Hitler Youth for about 3000 boys only two full-time 
leaders are at disoosal the school can employ 81 teachers for 
the same number of pupils. Even if we take into consideration 
the three times higher number of hours, still 27 persons in 
full service remain for 3000 youths. A similar situation exists 
for the budget. The work of the national-socialist leadership 
considering the small number of leaders in full-time Service, is 
based upon the unselfish Le pooh, ape to send of the many com- 
rades working only honorarily. The comparison with school was 
mentioned here only to find a measure for the achievements 
which are effected by the Hitler Youth under the above stated 
conditions. 

The vocational education as a youth leader takes place 
Since April 193€ in thc Academy for Youth leadership in Brunswick. 
At the end of 1€37 the professionnal composition of the whole 
Hitier Youth leadership showed the following picture: 


16,4 % students, 25,5 % commercial professions, 8,7 % technical 
professions, 3,4 % agricultural professions, 20,€ % Young 
workers, 5,5 % Students, 5,4 % teachers, 11,3 % other professions, 
2,5 5 without profession.

Ihe training of the units is preceeded by the training of the 
leadership. The lower ranks of leadership, i.e. from Kamerad- 
Schaftsfuehrer to Scharfuehrer; from Jungenschaftsfuehrer to 
Jungzugfuehrer; from Maedeischaftsfuehrerin to Maedelscharfueh- 
rerin; from Jungmaedelschaftsfuehrerin to Jungmaedelscharfueh- 
rerin are the holders of the training work in the formations. 
This training work is accomplished at the home-evenings (Heim- 
abende) in the camp and on hiking-Trips. The male and female 
leaders of the small units must be able to utilize the training 
material at the home-evenings and to present it to the boys and 
girls in such a manner that they feel it as their own living 
experience. Weekly about 200 000 home-evenings take place in 
Germany. 


The leaders of the units are traineó in the leader-school: 
of the districts (Gebiete) and regions (Obergaue) in courses | 
of three weeks. 35 district leader-schools and 43 regional 
leader-schools for female lcaders are already at disposal in 
the Old-Reich, In 1533 7 COC leaders, male and female, went 
through the schools, in 1£54 13 OCO male leaders and 8 000 
female leaders, in 1£35 14 000 male leaders and € OOC female 
leaders, in 1£36 15 O00 male leaders and 12 000 female leaders: 
in 1537 15 OCO male leaders and 14 O00 female leaders; in 1£38 
altogether 13 3£8 male leaders and 27 441 female leaders. 


Since 1537 there is in addition the leader training work 
of the Hitler Youth. In voluntary ideolosical-nolitical working- 
communities male and femaie leaders of the units come together 
under the guidance of experts from politics and science to 
complete their education. In 112 towns of the Reich with 
altogether 1 000 working-communitias already a total of about 
25 000 members participating was Attained. The higher leader 
corps of the Hitler Youth too and the girl leaders of the 
subregions (Untergaue) receive an extensive ideological prepara- 
tion for their tasks at the Reich leader schools. The approval 
of the admission into the leader corps depends upon the successful 
attendance as 3 Reich Leader School of the Hitler Youth. Star- 
ting in 1239 the first candidates for the Leader Corps of the 
Hitler Youth will attend the school of the Academy for Youth 
Leadership in Brunswick.

For that purpose in thc winter Semester 1€24/35 the 
first community performances of films were given before juveniles, 
which since then have formed a fixed component of the education- 
al program of the Fitler Youth as "Youth film hours", in the 
winter semester 1934/35 already 300 000 boys and girls experiene= 
ed good German films in these youth film hours in 1936/27 it 
was already more than a million, and in the winter semester of 
1£37/38 the attendance number at the youth film hours increased 
already to 3 millions. The attendance of these perfomances is 
voluntary it is even no Guty for members of the Hitler Youth. 
By the purchase of tickets at the extremely low admission price 
of ZO Pfennigc, the Juvenile must decid: on his participation 
in the film performance.

To-day the work originating from the Press- and Propaganda- 
Office of the Reich Youth leadership and from the regional 
press departments gives aid to the political leadership and 
the ideological education and enlightenment. For the daily 
press a press-release the “Reich Youth Press service is issued 
daily. Here all themes of the youth work in the Reich are 
treated. For the reporting on the ethnic-German youth abroad 
à Special press-release is in existence, the Press Service 
bastem areas (P.D.O.). an extensive newspaper organization for 
all units of the National-Socialist Youth provides a journalistic 
support of all tasks of the Hitler Youth. The magazine "The 
Pimpf" (small boy) is directed to the members of the Jungvolk 
(small boys) in the Hitler Youth. The magazine "Das Deutsche 
Maedel" (the German girl) is the organ of the girls while the 
Hitler youths read the Reich magazine "Junge Welt" (young 
world). The leading organ of the Hitler Youth which at the 
Same time also finds great attention abroad as the monthpiece 
of the young generation of our Reich, well is the magazine 
"Wille und Macht" (will and power) published by the Reich Youth 
Leader himself. Besides that, as official organ of the Reich 
Youth leader, the magazine "Das jungs Deutschland" (young Germany) 
is published which treats particularly the technical questions 
of youth education, of social policy, vocational education, 
hygiene, youth law etc.. Finally the "Handbuch des gesamten 
Jugendrechts" (manual of the entire Youth law) is published by 
order of the Reich Youth leader and contains a collection of 
all legal provisions that concern the young person and will 
guide him on his path of education, beginning from his parental 
home, the school, the Fitler Youth, to the labor service and 
the armed forces. ill regulations up to the founding of his 
own family are collectsé here and give information to all those 
whose vital task life work it is to educate and advise the youth. 
Num.rous specializ.d magazines Support sepirate tasks of the 
Hitler Youth in a special manner. Thug, the Youth Hostel 
Association publishes the magazine "Jugend und Feimat" (youth 
and nomedana) the Cultural office of the Reich Youth Leader the 
magazine "Musik in Jugend und Volk" (music in youth and people) 
as well the magazine "Die Spielschar" (the band):s a collection 
of material. 
"Even for the deaf a Special magazins wis founded, "Die Quelle" 

For the boys especially t.:lented and interested 
in sport a special organ has been crerted, the weekly "Sport der 
Jugend" (Youth's sport). To the tasks of the Presse und Propagan- 
da office belongs the enlightenment of the public on work 
and aims of the national-socialist youth movement, the production 
of posters, pamphlets, publications.

Should not bother with current political questions and requirements, but should 
strengthen the belief in tho notion and the icader And should, beyond an only 
passing sentiment and oll good principles of thc moment, influence every-day 
life, It docs not bring any discussions or arguments about confessional points 
of view, but wants to strongthon life and mon through the absoluto conviction 
in the might of God and the ideology of tho leader and his party, and strengthen

them for the completion of great and small tasks, 

i The form of the morning cclebration will be according to its basic 
laws, It will always contsin ideas which are of consider-blo importance for the 
life of the individual in the community ~nd therefore for tho community itself. 
It will not contor around general phrases, nor slogans or ideas ^lonc of our 
ideology, but around thoughts about our daily life and its big and small rc- 
quirements, Therefore we gonor^lly avoid thoughts like "comradeship" ,"Gormany", 
"Blood and Soil", "Community", "Flog", "Fire" „„., those greatest ideas remain 
reserved for certain occosions, 

We quoto a few fundamental ideas for titles and themes for the Sunday 
morning colebretion whereby these words in an enlarged form should at the same 
time be the highlight of the celebration and form the toxt for tho address: 

He who wants to live should ^lso fight! 

To be more than to appear to bc, 

God is mighty in 211 powerful men, 

Only he who has learnt to obey, can later command, 

It is the power of the mind which wins victories, 

He who loves his nation, proves it only through sacrifice, 

The quotation of these themes docs not exclude, of course, that at 
these morning celebrations great personalities as models » Special historical 
event of the fatherland are being remembered - everything in its time, We repeat 
over again: this celebration does not have a general festive character, but has 
the task of shaping and strengthening the soul, that means, really the inner 
war training ("WTchrhaftmachung!"), It is possible, therefore, to give clear and 
straight directions for such a morning celebration so th: t its execution is 
possible in every camp and for cach unit, 

VU. now come to the shaping ^nd performance, Only in the rarest cases 
will it bo possible and nocossary to sing or to speak complete poems, cantatas, 
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or oven plays, Most of them aro beyond our possibilities, require long and care- 
ful preparations ond also do not always satisfy the dem-nds for concentration on 
a certain idea, We, therefore, hve to arrange such e celebration ourselves, 

Its center is the text, the address, the theme of which provoils simply end 
clearly through the wholc cclebration, If there is nobody to mke a short cele- 
bration address - it must be thrilling and good - ono should read from tho 
"Kempf" or the speeches of the leader, from Rosenbergts Works, tho works fram

The book of achievements is the official record of activities of 
members of the German Young Peoples! Leazue (Jungvolk). It accomoanies 
him from the dey of his Joining the Young Peoples League until he becomes 
& member of the Hitler-Youth, the Labor Service, Wehrmacht, SA, SS,. etc. 
In the book of achievements everything of importance to the mental and 
physical education of the young National Socialist is recorded. The 
pimpf is judzed in the ideological training for his attitude as a Nation- 
al Socialist. 


The physical capacities of every German boy are established through 
several tests: 


(1) the test of the Pimpf 
(2) the badge of achievement for the German Young 
Peoples Movement (D.J.) (up to 14 years of age) 


Besides these mental and physical tests, a record is made of partici- 
pations at leedership courses, bivouacs, snd &eneral courses of instruc- 
tion of the German Young Peoples Movement and outstanding athletic 
achievements. Through these records every boy zets an idea as to his 
capacities and at the same time, en incentive to overcome existing 
weaknesses. 


With fulfilling the requirements for the badge of achievement every 
German boy proves by his deeds thet already as a youth he hes placed him- 
self in the service of the netion.

“All classos must bo flexible in their schodulos. Should 
military peredes or Party dutics take students out of class, they cre 
not to be molested with any form of roviov ar mkeeup work later; 
teachers oro notto stress class attendence. 


"Nor is thoro to exist o rigid systom of lesson plans, 1 
history class, for instanco, sh: uld bo so Orgenized that 44 con 
deviate at any moment from routine and eveil itself of new materiel 
provided by Nazi activity, 4 biology class must bo intogratod 
only to tho point where tho instructor con meko usc of now racial 
cnglos as tho Perty wishos then strossod. Far c While Russians 
Were enemics of the Stato, thon boeamo allics s thon cnomics“agoin. 
The schools reflected this change earcfully and in detail, Tho 
Schedule in a geography class must bo so adjusted that new partg 
of tho globo can be discussed as they become objects of interost 
Subsequent to now conquosts, 


"When does tho Nazi Party boeomo intorostod in tho Gormcn child?! 

I.asked o high officicl in tho imposing offico of Baldur von Schirach, 

Mexshol of Militent Young Gern-ny, Aronprinzon Ufer 10, Borlin. 
!'Boforo it is econecivod,! was tho quick cnswor," 


"Tho tell young official gloucd with arrogant onthusiasm, He 
SoV my astonishment znd oxplainod in doteil that thoro would bo littlo 
uso in driving out tho impuro Jov if Gornony did not mke a sciontific 
effort to provont undosiroblos from being born. Hitler uontod a supor- 

acc; this could rosult only fron mating of huclthy individuels, 

His desk was littorod with pemphicts; tho voll was colored with 
Statistical graphs and curves s 211 indiecting tho lov birthrcto during 
the German rupublic, but revealing on astonishing riso since 1933. 

He lectured mo on tho officioney of the Nazi Gcsundhcitscnt 
(heslth officc) and tho oxominctions which young mtin; couples 
cheerfully undergo before thoy obtain tho Party scnetion to matce 
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Ho intimated thet soon thc Nazi heelth eortifiestc vould roplcce 
nerrirge documents. He cxplaincd the Lrbgosundhoitsgosctz, the iiczi 
lew for hereditary good health. 

‘Is thorc no slip-up?! I inquired. ‘Are thoro not mdosircbic 
who heve children anyway, in spite of laus? Con ycu control thc 
biologiccl urge of c natim?! 

'But uo do not wish to control or stifle thc biclogiecl wrgo,! 
he exclaimed briskly. 'On tho emtrery, uo cre fos tering it wherevor 
we cane But som thorc will bo no puny, feeblo-minded, disocsod 
children in Gorneny!' 


"I nocdod more information. Ho was very petiont, but pocrod ct 
mo os if my nofvoto was appaling to him, 

The undesirables, tho fooblo-mindod, those cf2lietod with ineurcblo 
discasca , ovon tho antagonistic in spirit vould not hovo : ny marc 
children, ho expleincd. That vas tho ish of thc Fuchror, od Young 
Germeny eorriod out his dcerves. 

Ho thought for » whilo and then asked if I would not liko to soo 
what ho meant, Of course, I would. 

'Your nerves - oro thoy strong?! he asked. I told hin they 
were as Strong os tho average. He asked to soo my lottor onec noro, 
For tho sccond timo in o fev minutes I produecd the document from 
tho Ministry which had modo it possible for mo to soo this officicl in 
the first placce He studicd it esrcfully, hold it up to tho light, 
end inspoctod tho vater-merk. Ho soomod satisficd.

Hospital beds came ond vont with methodical precision. The doctors 
made quick, deft incisions in white abdomen walls, spread the slit, ond 
epplicd surgiecl claups. Thoy probed, doliectoly liftod a tube which 
they wrapped and cute The wound vas sowed s ond the body was vhoolod 
off to bo replaced by anothers» 

"het cre they doing?! I asked. 

Ho informod mo they voro doing vhat tho Third Reich hed to do 
if Gormany wanted to hove a rece of Super-so'dicrs. !Thosc doctors,! 
he said, ‘ore sterilizing vomon,! 

For moro then cn hour I sov women como in with tho cradle of life 
intact, ond loovo omty shells. 

"I asked what typo of wemon wore thus being disciplined, .nà wes 
informed they wore tho montclly sick, vomon with low resistence, women 
vho hed proved through other \irths thot their offspring vcrc not 
strong. They voro vonon suffering fron dofcets ."

my 8.5. guido told no. "lic must not hevo scldiors who cro cclor-blind. 
It is tronsmittod only by vomon.! 


"Upon questioning ho edmitted thet somo of tho wonen wore stor- 
ilizod because thoy wore cnemics of tho Stcto. Mony of thom should bo 
in concentration corps, II] Ii 
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'It is not humane to kocp vonen in concentration camps,' ho ssid. 
'But a storilizod vonon loses her intorost in polities, ospcciclly 
if hor follou-uomon know th-t sho is st.rilized. And vo sco to it thet 
the others find out'. 


"Ho could not toll mo hou mny women voro sterilized yocrly; but 
ho know that in this particular clinic six dcctors oporctod feur drys

"Tho most typiccl one (hove for vnnorriod mothurs) was ner c 
small village in tho Harz Hills, «mong tho pines end lacks’ = Bad 
Sachsa, Tho large wooden structurc, four storics high, had formerly boo 
a luxury hotcl managed by a Jeu who is now in Sachsenheusen Coneontrcotion 
Comp. The swastika over it fluttorod geilye Tho spacious rocopticn 
room was airy, comfortably supplicd with vickor furniture, white curtcins, 
end flowors. 


"My errivel was oxpoctod. The niddlo-agcd matron in charge grootod 
mo with tho usucl Heil Hitler. I told hor I vos ospociolly intoxostod 
in what tho Party did for women whe uorc geing to have State children 
(formorly knam as illogitin-to childron). 


"I uas informed thet the home vos cspeciclly enxicus to heve such 
girls. They deserved specicl ezccit ond spocicl ce: rc fcr contribui ng 
a child tc tho State. According to tho matron some of those girls - 
still found silly, norrcu-nmindcd cisepprovel cmong relatives. As a 
result they cecasicnclly dcvolcpod Hommungen (spiritual inhibitions).

"Sho roso ecrofully. The matron intrcdveod us in tho formel German 
moannor,  Megdo, vho lost nomo I novor locrnod, wes sclf"-possossod ond just 
a trifle sharp in hor mnnor, obvicusly wondering wheat the stranger wanted. 


"I oxploinod tht I vos on am rican oduector intorostod in the study 
of Nazi institutions. Hor faco broko into c very fominino snilc. Wesn't 
I a bit ocrly in coming to hor with oduccticncl sr ttorg?"

Sho throw out broac hints that parents who noglceted 
to teach their children tho Nazi idoology vigorously and consistently, and 
who did not arouso in them a mer&icl spirit, vorc not , ood Gormens. 


"Sistor Knoblauch had mentioned tho Nazi dey nurscrivs, the 
Kindcrtagosstacdte, in hor discussion. I knou then to be institute 
ions whore working perents could locvo thoir pro=school children and be 
ecrtain thet thoy would not only bo kept safu, bo houscd ond fed, but 
would bo tekon by the hand ond lod to Hitlcr's alter there to worship. 

I visited several of them, obtained pormission » in fact, to toko tho mom- 
bers of tho Sociology Class of tho Am.ricon School though ono in 
Borlin, 

"This Berlin institution was housed in a converted factory that had 
formerly bolongod to o Jov, Truo Nazi organization was ;vicont ovory- 
Whore, Tho children voro cercfully classificd: the small tots ucro 
on lower floors, older children vcro occupying pho uppor storcys.

"Sho vas friondly end glad to inform mo about tho smoothly function- 
ing nurscry, The Party was sporing no pains, no money, to make this 
institution on important cog in tho system, Thoy took only healthy childe 
ron, of course, and thoso whose peronts wore of pure Aryan Goscont, which 
thc" proved with their Ahnonschein, their gonoologieol »ceovd, The 
pcronts had to sign a Peper tht tho children wero undor tho 2x¢e lus ivo 
jurisdiction of the Party during tho timo they wore in the n rSOLrY e 
The Party could doal with thom as it sau fit, 


"According to the nurse, tho Part; had worked out a dofinito 
routino of training thuso youngsturs in Nazi ideology. Tho toachors 
end nurses wero graduntos of special NSV schools whore thoy hed rocoivod 
minute instruction in coursos planned by the Party. 


"Sho explained that tho children learned strietost discipline, 
absoluto obedicnee, and became thoroughly acquainted with the Fuohr T 
Prinzip. They l.ernod to revere tho Fuchrer ond look upon him as tho 
Savoir of Germany, Their minds wero too immature to roolizo cll his 
groat accomplishments » but no child loft tho institution without Lloerning 
that Hitler was a Superman, who clone could save Germany from hor 
cnomios, 


"And thoy sowed in the minds of tho little boys, sho Said, tho 
first groct dosiro to become soldicrs for Hitler; cnd the maternal 
instinct of the girls was fostered from tho very moment vhon thoy folt 
like playing houso or fondling dolls, 


"(This is tho story of the Pixpf, tho Little F.llou, Tho Nazi Porty 
tekos him from tho NSV at tho ago of Six, ond koops him intil ho is ton, 
Ho wocr8 a dignificd uniform: heavy bleck shoes, short bleck stockings, 
black shorts, & brom shirt with c 8Uc8tiko ormband, and o trench Cape 


"The Pimpf organization lays tho grounduork for Perty activitics in 
the Jungvolk and tho Hitler Youth. Tho boy rocoivos a number, and is 
given a Loistungsbuch, an efficioney record book, Throughout tho years 
it records not only his physical dovolopmont, ond his advenecemont in 
military prowncss, but clso his Màcoloriccl grovih. His school, hone, 
and Party activitios cro minutoly supervised, controlled, inspoctod, ena 
indolibly rogistorod, 
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"At tho ago of ton tho Pinpf must pass a rigid cxaminstion 
as outlinod in tho Pinpf manucl, before ho-cen bo promotod to thc Jungvolk, 
If ho "foils to bo promotod » ho is maco, to fool thet he would bo bettor 
off dead; if ho docs pass, ho is told thet ho must bo ready to dic for 
Hitler in tho Jungvolk, ovon as hu was roady to dic for him in the 
Pimpf stago. 


"Half cn hour before swnriso, 19 April, I hurriod to tho Marks=- 
burg, bost-prosorvod modievel eastlo on tho Rhino. Evon before I roach- 
od tho pinnacle I reglized that tho two hundrad youngstcrs, cgod ton, 
who would thet morning bo promoted from the Pimpf to Jungvolk had got 
up long before no, :

"You boys must be hard-hard as iron; the Fuchrer has demandod it, 
You must bo loyal; tho Fuchrcr has demanded it. But above all, you mst 
be ready and willing to give up your lives for the Fuchror; ho has 
demanded that, too, 


l'On you rosts tho futuro of Gormany. Our Fatherland needs youe 
Germany vill somo day bo tho rulor of thc world. Our Nordic culturo will 
£o out and covor the carth. Tho youth of other nations doos not 
understand us. Thoy hatc us. Domocracios point fingors at us, 
Thoy say we aro making you boys into soldiors. Do uo deny it? Corte 
oinly note Thoy do not r.clizo hoy cagor ond ready German boys aro to 
become soldiors for Hitler.

"Tho leader ecllod ono of the youngsters «nd commended him to show 
us his cfficicney rocord.

"Tho leader oxplainod thet this bock formed thc permenent record 
of ovorything tho boy did, thc ught, or neglected to do from the age 
of six to fourteen. Lvory accomplishment and everymistake was rog- 
istcred, signod, cnd countersigned by officiils. 


"Bock in Berlin a fov wooks later I cttondod a sorios of classes for 
boys bolow ton. I talked to mny teachers. None of thom over hocrd 
of oduecticnal psychology os we kaw it, Torms such cs monory Spon, 
motivcticn, motor skill, vocal cuditcry rcpotiticn meant nothing tc them 
They voro imbucd with cono idee, cnd cne idea cnly: te moko tho boy 
think, fcol, end act as a truc Nazi. The teachers know thet they 
Would be rated as pedagcgues nct by tho shoving their elessos medo 
in school oxcminoticns but in tosts given by Perty officials. Those 
tosts voro based on the Pimpf nenuel , ond the grades voro rccordod in 
tho Leistungsbuch. 


"I spent mo day at a Volksschule not for from tho Christmas 
Kirche where Pastor iliomocllcr formerly proochod, I attended e history 
class, a neture=study class, v roading class, and a goography classe 
The Rector, a quiet, pudgy Berliner, informed mo that I would find 


nothing oxtromo in his school, for ho did not tolerete any CXCOSSOS » 
In viov of thet, whet I did see was Singulirly intcrostinge 
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"Tho disciplino in cll classos ias oxorpl:vy; most of tho 
poricds voro devoted to lectures; there voro no textbecks . 

"The history teachor wes a young men in uniforn whe tought with 
vigor ond onthusiasm, Ho hed a b cming voice loud oncugh for o lceturo 
helle. His boys voro lec ning cbout Nazi horcos. On th-t perticula 
day thoy wero worshipning Acor Los € ealcgeter, who had boon ozoc- 
uted by tho French dur lng thoir occupation of tho Ruhr Shortly after 
World lor I. Tho major out of tho losson vos coveted tc the phase of 
Schlegoter's carcer which üdüoocrod him to prosent=doy Nazis: his 
bravery before tho firing syued,‘ 


"I had one more class to v I thought of skipping it ct 
the timo, but am glad new thet lidn't, This geography class, moro 
then any of the othors, made mo roelize whet wes gcing on in Nozi 
schocls, 


"Tho elass was in progross whon I Slipped in. Tho teacher wes 
tolking about Gormeny's dosorved place in world affairs, Ho ascribcd 
hor rocont swift riso to tho Puchr.r'g dcesrine of race purity, Not 
ovory ecuntry could boast of e puro reco. Ca2.chcSlovoki-, for instence , 
was nothing but c fcu rements of a race fcrnorly under Germen rule , 
mixed vith S1:vs, Jows, and Geliciens. Tho Polos wore no raco. But 
there voro other ecuntrios the? voro fast z ing downhill beecuse cf 
racial sins, 


Thoy monticnod Russia, England, Frenec. Tho teacher was not 
satisfiod, 

'Voll, which ecuntry has olucys colled itsclf tho "nelting pot! 
of ell othor nations? Jungons, thoi you must lnoy,! 

Then come tho cherus, 'ànorikc,l 


"I bogen to jot down notes as fast cS I eculd; this was gotting 
close to homo, 


"The teacher launched into a der ostating diatribo that mace 
short shrift of tho Unitce Stotos, that country which had jcinod the 
last war just to moko money. He worked himself into an oncticnol 
forvor, 

Ho explained how during tho centuries tho o had beon many mon cnd 
Wonon who could not got clong in Europo. Most of thon were erdiminels 
ond crooks, roprcbetes and ronc, ados s They woro the uncosir-blcs, 
Whenever thoy tcnglod with tho law in Gornony, er any other Eurcpoen 
country, thoy got a boat end wont to the Unitod States, There they 
marriod cach other. And now tho childron-ve l, ony Gernon, bor with 
intolligoneo could seo what tho result would be, Those children, in 
turn, minglod with Jows ond Nogross, The eitizons of tho United 
States wore sinking lovor and lower, 


"But ho wasn't through. 
'Thore are many cthor vóoknossos as o resvlt of this lack of 
racial purity,' ho continued,  'Thoir &ovornnont is corrupt. Theoy 
hovo a lou typo of governmont, o dencerceye. het is a Ccnceracy?! 
I wrote dum a fcu of thc onsvors$ 
! A domoeraey is a gcvornnont by rich Jows.! 
! A dorcerocy is a form of government in which pccple vasto 
much timo.! 
"A domocracy is a government in which thoro is no rool leadcrship,! 
1A domoerney is a governnont that will be dofooctod by tho Puchror, ! 


"Ho, (George Abols, officiel of tho Nazi Health Otfiec,) assurcd 
mo that the death of those unfortunatos (fcebloeminced children) who 
could not contributo to tho race wes a fino death, pcinloss, almost 
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beautiful. Ho know of casos whore fooblo-mindod childron who hed 
reccived tho proper instructicn had asked to dio for Hitlor. Thoy know 
thoy cculd not dio for him as sclliurs, so thoy cskod to dio for hin 

in tho Hitlor Kammer, 


"The Hitlor chamber?! I askod, 

Ho oxploinod that’ the Hitlor chamber was a little white hcs- 
pitcl chembor whore underprivileged wocklings went tc Slecpe Ho 
asked if I vculd like to soo once, I assurcd him I vould, 


"Ho pressed a button end asked en attendant to got him some 
informaticn, Ho emtinucd talking to mo, expressing the conviction 
that socn nobody vculd even raiso an oycbrau if they heard thet o 
fooble-mindod child, or o woery cld mm hod found roste He cssurod 
mo that tho focblo=-mindod children in Nazi Germany were all over 
Sovon years old, Tho moaning of this did not striko me till I 
realized that it had been approximately seven yorrs sinco tho 
Erbgosundhoitsgosotz, tho law cantrolling marricgos, vont into effect. 


"hat about tho children over sovon yoors of cgo?! I asked. 
Ho assured mo, peeing tho flocr » thet the Porty cave them o choneo, 
They were kopt clive until they ucro ton. By that time they know 
if the bcys would ovor boecno useful cr nct. Those with intolligoneo 
encugh to become Strcot eleancrs or perform Simple tasks, were 
sterilized to prevent cffsprin:, cnc put to werk. They could never 
join tho army, of courso," 


"To change the subject I t5xo4 whet, girls! schocl hu &ZVse-2 ma to 
visit, The schooling girls reecived in the Gewdgschulen, tho clomen= 
tary schools, was alike cll over Germany, ho informed mc. There voro 
many of thcso schocls; every lerge city had scverol, and cach village 
at least cnoe But if I must visit one, the schcol at Berlin Schucrgon- 
dorf, for oxomplo, was as gccd cS onye 


"I spont several deys in thet low stucco building, next to tho 
Schmargendcrf City Hall. The teachers voro elderly, but devout 
Nazis. Most of the dey ves dovctod tc domestic scicnco, cugenics, 
ond physiecl oduection, There were other classes, hcuovor; Doutsch, 
or Deutschkunde (Gorman), vhoro tho girls lournod to rocd ond urito 
and where they boecno acquainted with truco Nazi litoroturo; the threo 
G's - Gocgrcphio, Geschichte, Gosong (geography, history, singing) - 
tho first two of which taught thom zbcut tho suporicrity cf tho Nordic 
race, While the singing class was dovotod to memcrizing of Nazi songs, 
chicfly dealing with solf-sccrifico, bloc end cecth. But these 
clesses were not scheduled every doy. Arithmotie wes o subsicicry 
Class of domestic scionco, which, in turn, was on oxtoncod double 
period, often devetailing with cugonicse Those classes included 
instruction in every phase of housework ond cocking, oS voll cs cere 
of childron and sick pocplee. Dotailec scx instruction was port of 
this courso. Rassonkunce, tho study of races, oxposoc tho faults of cll 
nen-Aryen recese Boschacftisgungsichre was a sort cf practical ecurso in : 
shopping, marketing, judging of focd, kooping roecrds in the kitchen, 
making uso of sparc time. 


"The classes in thet Sehmargenccrf girls! school wore hushed ond 
tense affairs, with remerkablo disciplino. — Evory ono of them omph- 
oSizod Nordic culture, enc vwomn's ploco cs th. cradle of future 
scldicrs, wherever tho opportunity offorod itsolf. Every subjcet 
scomed to be slonted to make tho girls realize that thoy voro the 
prospective mcthors of Germany. 


"During ono 'German' class I listenec to a teachor read o now 
Nazi fairy story tc hor youngsters, ¿go 8. I borrowed it from hor 
leter, ond copied it, She told me sho hac clipped it cut of a 
copy of Ewiges Deutschland, tho N-V publicctim. Sho did not roccll 
if it was tho February or Merch 1939 numbor, 
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"In morchestop tho boys tramped cut of tho School (in tho wostcrn 
port of Borlin) into a small fonecd-off Gercon back of tho schccl, 
There thoy broke renk ond steticncd thonsclvos besice toncto plcnis 
c fow inchos high, 


"I ecneludod this was a class in cpplioc Seionco, & projects Tho 
teacher was oppcrontly using mecorn mothc’s by teking the class tc the 
gcréon, letting them soc plents cnd oxpcricneo at first hend hov 
osmosia, photcsynthosis, cond goctropisn worked. " 

"I hoard nothing of the kind, Tho Nazi tecchor Gave c fior; dis» 
scrtaticn on tho Hclinoss of Gormen Scil, Hoilizer Grund und Be Conk. 

: Ho pointed to tho &grcund, vith blazing oyes ond clarion tconog 
he explained thet Gorm^ny hac lest much holy scil thrcuzh the Circe 
bcliecl Treaty of Verseillcs; hor onomios had rcbhed hor; Polend, 
Czcchoslovakia, Fronco, England = all hoc eriminelly cpprcprictod 

holy Gorman scil. So tonse ves he thet I eculc write without cttrceting 
cny attention.

"I recall a typical H.J. evening in a strawthatchod luxury 
hostel in northern Germany, It was ot the Goneral iudondort Jugend 
Heim in Demain, quiet iecklonburg, twenty-five miles from the Baltic 
Sea, The architect had used the panelling and thatched roof style of 
the grand old Mecklenburg homos that adorn the countryside; the rooms 
were rustic, with square beams and heavy carved furniture, But everye 
tning was extremely comfortable and practical, 


"I took copious notus that cool spring evening, while the boys 
szt around plotting their merch to Swinemucnde and the Island of 
Usedom for the noxt dry," 


"Some wore oiling their sturdy boots, othurs were writ ing 
letters, As they worked they song Hitler songs, Onc was repeated 
Scv.rcl times thot night. I had hoard it on num.rous cth.r occasions, 
It con be found on page 27 of the official Hitl.r Youth Sonz Book:

Page 24 - (a) Kindergartens and Children's Homes (Horte) 


Kindergartens were originated by Friedrich Froelsel in 1840. 
They take care of the education, custody and health of the child of nre- 
school age in the daytime in cases where the family is not fully able to 
do so (e.g. where the mother is working). They ere, at the same time, 
for many children the first introduction into a social group. Still 
smaller children are being taken care of in nursery schools. The children's 
homes (HORTE) have the same tasks for children of school age during their 
leisure time. The attendance of this today indispensable institution is 
voluntary. Special Kindergartens for the harvesting period have become 
of great importance within recent years. Their aim is to lighten the task 
of country women during the harvest. The party and the state are primarily 
responsible for these children's institutions. The National Socialist 
Public Welfare Organization (N.S.V.) takes care of approximately 15,000 
of them. Only a small portion is today still adninistered by private 
persons or agencies. State and party, therefore, take also the respon- 
sibility for the proper eduction and training of the workers to be em- 
ployed in these institutions.

- . + « National Socialism expects from its institutions of 
higher learning that they should also in the future, be devoted to serious 
research and pass on to the coming generation the traditions of science 
end its incorruptible methods.

(1) Women Teachers in Kindergartens and 
Children's Homes (Horte::) 


The education of the above was newly regulated by a decree 
of the Reich's minister of education, dated Sept. 15, 1942, in agreement 
with the head of the party chancellory. According to this decree, educa- 
tore in Kindergartens and children's homes are to be known as "Kinder- 
garten teachers" (Kindergürtuerin). Their job is described as follows: 
"The Kindergarten teecher is an educator. She is a motherly leader of 
children in children's institutions (Kindergertens and nursery homes) 
end children's homes or at home for the assistance of, or in place, a 
mother. Her work is service to the child and at the same time service 
to the family end the nation", 


Training is carried out in special colleges for Kinder- 
garten teechers and is concluded by an examination. The euthority for 
opening such schools is vested in public bodies generally responsible 
for schools (territorial subdivisions of the Reich). Teaching must be 
done in the me jority of cases by full time personnel. All teachers must 
be adequately trained, must have passed a state examinetion end be accept- 
ed by supervisory school euthorities. The heads of these training schools 
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rust be approved by the Ministry of Reich Education. — 
The course tekos two ycars. In cases where speciel ex- 
perience can be proven this time may be shortened to 1-1/2 years. The 
acceptance into a school for kindergarten teachers reonires the candidate 
to be past 16 yeers of age or reach this age not later then during the 
calendar year concurrent with her entrance into the institution. It 
further requires a fair general education (equivalent to eraduetion from 
the Hauptschule, however, without foreign languages) a well founded know- 
ledge of household tasks (housework and needlecraeft) (equivalent to 
ereduation from a domestic school) good health, to orieinrte from German 
blood, to be a German citizen, to be a member of either the Nazi Party 
or the Hitler Youth Organization for girls (BDM) or the party's womens 
organization (NC Frauenschaft) or the German Woman's Organization (Deutsche 
Freuenwerk). 


The professional school prepares the prospective kinderger- 
ten teachers for their activities ag educators. The subject group "Nation- 
al Political Education" penetrates the entire course in order to achieve 
proper indoctrination. The essential parts of the pedagogical studies 
are educatinnel sociology end health educetion which should be represented 
by concretely referring to practical educational work. Vocationel end 
liberal arts subjects complete the education. The training is completed 
by e state examination for Kindergarten Teachers. No one who did not 
attend the school shell be admitted to it. The exemination consists of 
written end orel parts (theoretical and practicel) and a test in handcraft 
skill. After successful conclusions the right to carry the professional 
title of Kindergarten Teacher end to practice the profession is acquired. 
The certificate carries also the following privileges: (a) To enter a 
special school which prepares one to become a supervisor for kindercarten 


teachers (Tugendleiter). (b) To enter a school for the treining of sociel 
welfere workers after ell other conditions have been met. (c) To enter 
a seminary for the training of handcraft teechers according to the pre- 
veiling conditions. 


The kindergarten teacher cen become a supervisor provided 
she shows special capabilities and energy end possesses a high degree of 
educational end administretive skill. After a minimum of three years! ox- 
perience as a kindergerten tercher » one year course for trrinine of 
supervisors of kindergarten teachers may be taken. The sertificate after 
successful conclusion of this course entitles the holder to be in charge 
of lerge kinderezertone, nursery schools, and children's homes. 
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The following is the curriculum for the treining 
of kindergarten teachers:

On the border between Bavaria and Austria (Ostmark) lies the small tom 
of Braunau, in which Adolf Hitler was born on 20 April 1889.  Braunau belonged 
to Austria; Hitler!s father was an Austrian customs official. There was a lot 
to see for the little boy at the border, However, he could not understand one 
thing; the same men lived on either Side, they spoke the same language and they 
had the same appearance, however, on the other side of the River Inn another 
emperor ruled; here the eagle had two heads on the shield and over there only 
one, That was really strange. 


The boy learned well in school. But he rather played around with the 
other boys in the meadows and forests. They liked to obey him, and he fre- 
quently was the ganglcader in their games, 


During history classes, his eyes shone with enthusiasm during tho 
teaching periods. That was something for him, to hear about war and heroes, 
After hc had been at home a long time, he still thought about everything he 
learned in school, Even today he remembers the history teacher with pleasure, 
He wanted to know more and more of Germany's past. He could not find out 
enough, and soon he was not satisfied anymore with what he heard in school,

acts. Before he (she) knows of the common fate of all Germans, he (she) 
will learn here to eubordinate him (her) self voluntarily in a small group 
(kleine Kameradschaft). No political ideas shall bo taught thc children-- 
it is more important that values of character and emotional impulses on 
which alone German National Socialism can build, be awakened in them. 

Just like neglect of the body during the first ten years can rarely be 
remedied fully, it is also a hard task to correct mistakes in education 
within this age group. Thus the childrens group will help the child, aside 
from school and home, to find his (her) way into the community for which 
he (she) was born and to which he (she) will one day have to lend all his 
(her) strength. 


The Fuehrer with his words "Not soon enough can Youth be educated to 
feel themselves as Wermans" has shown thc way for the education of children 
in the Netional Socialist Reich. 


The children shall wear uniform play suits, according to their 
district (Gau). 


Children who have completed their tonth year will be transferred-- 
at a cercmony--to the Boys Group (Jungvolk) or to the Girls Group 
(Jungmaedel). The children will meet on one afternoon per week at a Home- 
gathering. (Heimnachmitteg). 


The leader of the childrens group in the district (Kindergruppen- 
leiterin im Gau), Kreis and Ortsgruppe holds the position of a 
Hauptstellenleiterin.

Introductory Decree 
New Order for the System of Higher Education. 


(pp. 1-5, in full) 
i 


Through a series of decrees issued since the year 1933, I have in- 
itiated and prepared the external and internal transformation of the 
system of higher education. 


After having begun the simplification of the numerous types of schools 
on Easter 1937, and remodeled the upper schools through the decree of 
20 March 1937, I now point out the goal and the scope of their total fun- 
ctions by the following regulations concerning "Education and Instruction 
in the Upper Schools." 


I thus entrust the educators with a responsible obligation. It can 
only then be fulfilled, if the educators of the upper schools derive from 
the new regulations stimulation and a sense of duty for their service to 
German youth, end realize in the right spirit the aims of National 
Socialistic education. 


I confidently expect initiative on the part of the German educator, 
that he will go about the work assigned to him in a willing manner, and 
that ho will bring it to a successful conclusion. 


II. 
I emphasize the following in detail: 


1) Because of important reasons of population politics, (bendlker- 
ungspolitisch) I have decreased the term for the upper school from nine 
years to eight. This measure, however, must not result in a lowering of 
the educational standards of the upper school. Its cultural mission and 
its position within the system of cducation and culture require that, 
through corresponding demands made on the students and teachers, the 
qualitative standard of their work is being maintained. Therefore, the 
object of the entire work should be from the beginning that of maturity. 
Students who are inofficicnt or possess the obvious features of a weak will 
or character, are to be kept away from the upper schools. 


2) The upper schools aro, according to the nature of their assign- 
ment, fundamentally secondary schools (Vollschulen), which follow the 
fourth or sixth year of elementary school. In order to safeguard unre- 
stricted admission of efficient rural youths into the upper schools, how- 
ever, I permit non-secondary (nicht-vollansgebante) schools to operate and 
to be used as preparatory schools (Zubringeschulen). They begin with the 
first year (Klasse 1), include from two to five years, and are connected 
with a neighbouring secondary school. It is desirable that the five-year 
term preparatory schools for girls add a final sixth year (Home Economics). 

1. 
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3) | Co-ed schools are contrary to the spirit of national socialistic 
education. Therefore, separate schools have been established for boys and 
girls; of especially great service to the German wife and mother in meet- 
ing the requirements of family, profession and national community is the 
new home ecomonics high school type for girls. 


Girls attending schools for boys must be regarded as exceptional 
cases; boys are not admitted to girls schönls. In cases where girls attend 
boys' schools, then the requirements of female education must be given 
consideration. In general, the girls will be instructed along the lines 
of the girls! schools in such cases as well. Girls transferring to the 
sixth up to the eighth year in boys! schools must remain exceptions and 
in any case subject to approval by the Director of Education (Obervra- 
sident) or by thc higher state authority for schools. Only in a very few 
exceptional cases are girls permitted to attend a Gymnasium too. Such 
cases need my personal approval; no special arrangements can be made for 
them in such cases. 


4) To suit the inclinations of talents end aptitudes of male youth, 
I have divided the instructions in eech class in the sixth, seventh, and 
eightn year of the high school for boys in such a manner that one part 
of the class receives more instructions in natural science and mathematics 
while the other more instructions in languages; the remainder of the in- 
struction is the same for both grades in order to guarantee a uniform 
formation of the instructions in subjects of German character, in biology 
and in physical exercise. 


In close relationship with this group-division are the study 
groups for langueges, natural science and mathematics. Until the inter- 
mediate school system has been gencrally developed, full division will 
only be carried out in the seventh end eighth year, while during the sixth 
year, it will be in the form of the study groups only. 


Fundanentally, study groups are obligetory. To guarantee a 
high standard of performances, it is in the discretion of the principal 
to exclude a student from tho study groups because of exceptional circum- 
stances. 


Special guiding principles are conteined in the schedules of 
study groups for natural science and mathematics, examplifying the novelty 
of these study groups in es much as they serve national socialistic ob- 
Jectives. In the study groups for foreign languages, preference is given 
to the Romence languages (French, Italien, Sonnish). For these study groups, 
which are conducted with more mature students on the basis of an extensive 
course in Latin, little pest experience is available till now and it seens 
therefore to be inadvisable to formulate a detailed program of instructions 
as & comprehensive objective. Therefore, I must expect, all the more, that 
the conductors and teachers of the courses in the upper schools pay special 
attention to these new assignments and establish by their own initiative 
guiding rules for the instruction of Romance languages. The school super- 
intendents are to take this instruction especially to heart. Group div- 
ision during the seventh and eighth year at the high schools for boys can 
only be disregarded in urgent and cxceptional cases. 


5) The following regulations are of importance for the Gymnasium: 
Greek starts in the third year and continucs until the senior year with 
five weekly periods. The third foreign language is English, it begins 
in the fifth year. Aside from that, I want to give the students in the 
sixth to eighth years the opportunity to take an extra-curricular course 
in French of two weekly periods. 


6) I do not find it necessary to publish new curricula for the 
teaching of religion. It is of import to the instructions that all subject 
matter, tending to jeopardize the uniformity of education, be eliminated. 


2. 
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ITT. 
Temporary Regulations 


1) The new regulations determining the maximum number of members 
to be admitted to class (first and second year, 40; third to fifth year, 
35; sixth to eighth year, 25) cannot always be carried out immediately in 
all places without causing some hardships to students and salaried school 
personnel. For the next three school years, therefore, deviations will be 
permitted; later, these guiding figures will be obligatory. For the trans- 
itory period prior to the development ^f the intermediate school system, 
tne maximum number of admissions in the sixth ycar is 30. 


2) The transition from the old curricula to the new regulations 
should be effected as quickly as possible. very school has to set up im- 
mediately temporary curricula for the year 1938/39, so that there are no 
loopholes in the presentation of the subject matter, and the transition 
can be effected as fast as possible. In accordance with my decree E III a 
750/37 of March 20, 1937 (Reich Min. Gazette for German Science, p. 195) 
for the transition to the new sequence of languages in the high-school, 
it is further to be noted that French, as primary foreign language, is to 
be followed by Latin as secondary, after which comes English; and that 
Latin is an obligatory subject for the sixth, seventh and eighth year, pro- 
vided the first two foreign languages have already been begun, and are 
both living foreign languages. 


3) The difficulties encountered during the transitory period by 
students who do not meet the requirements of the class and who must there- 
fore enter another class where different foreign lenguages are taught, 
should be given special consideration. as fer as it is feasible, such 
students who show inaptitude only in the field of foreign languages but 
whose performances are otherwise satisfactory, should be granted advance- 
ment to the next class and an additional annual trial period, For all 
other cases, special arrangements must be made by the school. Special 
courses in foreign languages should be established for the benefit of stu- 
dents who were not advanced. These courses can serve the purpose of con- 
tinuing the foreign language previously: taken up by the student, or of 
introducing him to the new one. The latter is generally preferable. 

In any case, the student is in return to be exempted from class instruction 
in the corresponding foreign language. 


IV. 
The decree for "Education and Instruction in the Upper Schools" is 
to take effect at the beginning of the school year 1938/39, and is binding 


for all German upper schools.

Youth and the Church 
Hitler Youth - Confessional Associations 


Introduction; 


The youth leader of the German Reich, in integration of 
all hitherto published regulations concerning joint member- 
ship in Hitler Youth and confessional youth associations, has 
issued a special ruling concerning Hitler Youth and confes-, 
Sional associations. 


Hitler-Jugend and Catholic Youth: 


Joint membership in the Hitler-Jugend (German Youngvolk, 
Woron Girls! League, Jungmadel of the German Girls! League) 
and organizations of Catholic :outn associations is forbidden 
on principle. An exception to this prohibition can be per- 
mitted locally only in cases of Catholic youth organizations 
which, since before the taking of power, had the task only of 
church-religious care of youth (congregations and similar 
groups). A prohibition of joint membership applies also to 
these associations when they have enlarged their own former 
spheres of duty in the present, and exercise a type of activ- 
ity in their care of youth which is in conflict with the 
police decree concerning confessional youth associations. 
The decision as to whether or not a Catholic youth organiza- 
tion falls under the ban on joint membership is to be made by 
the regional leadership (Obergaufuehrung). A recommendation 
from the appropriate State police is to be obtained for the 
decision. 


Hitler-Jugend and Evangelical Youth; 


Membership of Hitler-Jugend members (German Youngvolk, 
German Girls! League, Jungmaedel of the German Girls! League) 
in the organization of individual regional churches (Evangol- 
ical Youth Enterprise) is permitted. Approval of joint mem- 
bership in Evangelical youth organizations may be withdrawn 
in cases of individual associations of Evangelical youth of 
which it is established that they have organizational, finan- 
cial, or leadership tios with Evangelical youth organizations 
such as the Evangelical Young Men's Enterprise E. Ve or tho 
YeotieCohe, etc. 

: The decision as to whether an evangelical youth organi- 
zation is classified as an exception is to be made by the 
regional leadership (Obergaufuehrung). A recommendation 
from the appropriate State police is to be obtained for the 
decision.

The (RJF) Reichs jugend£uehrer (Reichs youth leader ) 
and the (RF SS) Reichsfuchrer SS have signed the 
following declaration on Dec,17, 1938. 


To secure fuli success for the common effort of the SS and the 
(HY) Hitler youth by strict cooperation, to stem the flight from 
the land, to build a new peasant class, to bring the best part of 
our people agiin into contact with the earth of the homeland, the 
following arrangment has been made in connection with the agreement 
of August 26, 1938. 


l. The farm service of the HY is according to education and aim 
particularly well suited 3s recruiting organization for the 
Schutzstaffel (general SS and the armed parts of the SS: SS 
Special troops and SS death head battalions). 

Boys who suit the special demands of the SS according to 

physical conditions and moral attitude are preferably admitted 
into the farm service of the HY. 

Mainly the boys who have the firm intention to become peasants 

on their ovn piece of land (.!ehrbauer- militant peasent) shall 

be brought into the farm service, This thought of the militant 
peasant is especially cultivated in the farm service of the HY 
and the SS, 

The farm service members serving in the armed parts of the Schutz- 
staffel will be settled on new farms after termination of their 
service by the (RF SS)Reichsfuehrer SS in cooperation with the competent 
offices of the Reich peasant leader, 

The settlement takes place continuously according to readiness of 
places, Preferably it takes places in such regions where the 
Germandom demands specially trained peasants. 

All farm service members who pass the general admission test of 
the SS will be taken over into the general SS after leaving the 
farm service.

The boys, who lator want to join the merchant marine or the navy, 
already have in tho naval Hitler Youth the opportunity, to prepare for 
their future occupation. There they are introduced to seanan-like thoughts, 
feelings and actions. This training, by its ideological and physical ed- 
ucation, is to make the boys into strong characters, who have grown to the 
hard sailor's life with its mental, political and physical endurance tests, 
Semaphores, morse code, sailing, rowing, knots and splicer are things, 
which the boys practice besides their physical training. 


The replacements for loadors are trained at two specicl sea port 
schools in Pricros-Mark and in Scemos on Lake of Constance, Purely ox- 
tornally, the nonbcrs of the Naval Hitlor Youth can be recognized by their 
blue naval Hitler Youth (MHJ) service uniform, which is designed according 
to their tasks. The unit, to which tho boys belong, can bè scen fron the 
hat band, which for instance corrics the designation: "MHJ Hanburg", As 
field uniforms, they wear the HJ sumuicr service uniform with gold-yellow 
recognition colors on the cap and shoulder straps, 


As recognition for his performance, the Naval Hitler boy can be 
awarded the Sea sport medal of the HJ, for the award of which the Naval 
Hitler boy must prove tho technical knowledge, goinod in the MHJ.

The motor technical rcplaconont is trained in the liotor HJ from the 
ranks of tho HJ. According to agreement between the Reich Youth Leader 
and the corps leader of tho NSKK, the motor corps makes available its 
instructors, shops, lecture halls, vehicles and training arcas for the 
training of the liotor HJ. Further, the motor corps accepts its entire 
placenents only from tho ranks of the Motor HJ. 


In the iiotor HJ also, the Hitler boys have physical education be- 
sides the technical troining, howover special emphasis is laid on tech- 
nical perfection. Thus, the nembers of the ilotor HJ must in the fulfill- 
nent of the HJ performance insignia, in addition fulfill the "special 
performance tests of the Motor HJ", and must in it prove their knowledge 
of motors, knowledge of laws, traffic and driving system, technical know- 
ledge of the enginc, otc.

c) Flying HJ. 


àll Hitler boys arc organized in this special unit, who later want to 
join civil or military aviation; Tho training is corriod out in the 
closest cooperation with tho NSFR, who makes instructors, machines, tools 
and shops available, At first, the boys lcarn to build models, and thon 
aro gradually introduced to glider aviation, The boy becomes acquainted 
with the problems of flying by the construction of models and grins know- 
ledge about the physical law of flying. Already in the model construction 
work groups of the JUNGVOLK, the junior Hitler Youth (PIMPF) themselves 
build and work on their own models. The FLIEGER HJ has an aviator's 
bluc winter service uniforn. 


d) Signal HJ, 


In the signal platoons (Nachrichtenscharen), tho Hitler boys are 
trained for communication work, ond they arc widely proporod for future 
missions. In all training branches of signal work, morse code receives 
the most attention of all. The aim of this training is not to make 
perfect tolegraphors, but to give the boys quite carly the necessary basic 
knowledge and basic knowledge for sorvice with signal troops. Besides 
morse code, the members of tho signal units received training in the signal 
maintenance service, It is understood that the signal platoon of the HJ 
also have to fulfill their ow missions during tho fiold problems and 
bivouacs of tho HJ, They must prepare and cxecutce rapidly in tho ficld 
the assembly and disassembly of telephone and blinker communications. 

In large encampnents of tho HJ, they have to install and operate telephone, 
loudspeaker, light and scarchlight installations. 


c) Entertainment units (Spieleinheiten). 


The entertainment units of the HJ are special organizations, who are 
charged with the entire cultural work in the HJ. They have to take care 
of the arrangement of festive hours, home evenings, band concerts, radio 
broadcasts, motion picture festivals and literary evenings, and who are 
also charged with the training of rcplacements for tho bonds of the armed 
forces, the Reich labor service, the party organizations, for professional 
orchestras and choirs, 


In the first linc, they are charged with the cultural work in regi- 
ments and/or the subdistricts (Bann bezw. untergau). Each regiment and 
each subdistrict therefore has an entertainment unit which includes the 
band, drum and fife corps and bugle corps, string orchestra, choir, 
anateur actors, otc. 


The best rggimental entertainment unit within a territory (Bcbict) 
annually is. declared the territorial entertainnent unit (Gebietsspiclschar)., 
To give other units of the regiment the benefit of thc work of the enter- 
tainnont units to the greatest possible extent, members of entertainnent 
units should be transferred back to their original units, so that they can 
make use of their knowledge, gained there, 


The leaders, male or female, of tho cultural agency of the regiment- 
subdistrict are responsible for the entire entertainment unit, gost of all, 
they have to provide for sufficient replacements, The entertainment unit 
has an active unit commander, who is assisted in the individual groups by 
special assistants as non commissioned officers (Scharführor). 


For the safeguarding of youth work by the German Reich broadcasting 
station, there are the radio entertainment platoons of tho HU (Rundfunk- 
spiclscharon). These are composod of HJ, DJ, BDM and JM, and are directly 
subordinated to the Reich Youth headquarters. Commander of the radio 
entertainment platoon is the respective, cpmpetant youth radio leader at 
the Reich broadcasting station.

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f) HJ Military Police (Streifendicnst). 


The HJ military police supervises the appearance of the entire 
German youth organized in the HJ according to the law of 1 December 1936, 
in respect to gencral discipline, service uniform, visits to public places, 
in ctc., further, they are charged with tho control of tho HJ homes in re- 
to cleanliness and order, supervision of youth hiking and youth 

order and guard duty during mass meetings, guard in bivouacs, 

of transports, search for mässing persons, invostig^tions and 
incvirios in case of service violations and punishable acts. Also in- 
cluded in its sphere of dutics are advice and help for hiking youth, 
railroad station Sorvico, protection of youth from criminal clements, come 
bat against juveniic delinquency, protection of public property from 
damages b; HJ hiking groups, otc. 


The HJ military police takes its measures by its inforior authority, 
given to it by tho Youth leader of the German Reich, Accordingly, every
